Zoning Board Grants OK 
To Big Condominium Plan 


Dunbar Homes Inc., received unofficial 


Schaumburg Zoning Board approval 
Wednesday for Its condominium devel- 
opment, conditional on a reduction In 
density and In the height of three high- 
rise buildings. 


The proposed development now to have 


1,710 units, will straddle Plum Grove 
Road, on the north side of Schaumburg 
Road. Dunbar has requested rczonlng for 
a planned unit development of con- 
dominiums, recreation areas, and con- 
venience shopping.. 


In a hastily agreed upon compromise 


proposal, Dunbar rcprescnlntlvcs^offcrcd 
to reduce three 15-story buildings. This 
deleted 184 dwelling units from the origi- 
nal 1,900 proposed. 


By reducing the number of units to 


1,716, Dunbar also brought the density 
down from more than 20 units per aero' 
to about 18. 


Tho board unofficially agreed to this 


plan, until newly drawn plans are 
brought In, no official vote can be taken. 
A special meeting has been scheduled for 
7:30 p.m., Jan. 2.1, to vote officially be- 
fore tho village board considers the de- 
velopment that same evening. 


DUNBAR HAS agreed to donate 20 


acres of land adjacent to tho Schaum- 
burg civic and cultural center, a contri- 
bution worth $250,000, according to tho 
firm's attorney. A cash contribution of 


$150,000 will also be made to the pro- 
posed hospital, In lieu of a donation to 
School Dlst. 54. 


Four acres of land cast of Plum Grove 


Road will also be donated to the Spring 
Valley Nature Area. 
• 


As the development Is now conceived, 


there will be two 10-story buildings on 
the west side of Plum Grove, and three 
12-story buildings on the cast side. 


Tho 12-story buildings will contain a to- 


tal of 360 units. The west side of the, 92- 
acrc development will also contain three 
10-story buildings, two four-story build- 
ings, and 432 units In one and two-story 
buildings. Total dwelling units on the 
west sldo will be 1,356. 


Before coming up with the compromise 


proposal, Dunbar officials said the high 
density and 18-story buildings on the east 
side of Plum Grovo were economic ne- 
cessities. 


Board members raised strong objec- 


tions to the original proposal, and the de- 
veloper opted to change its plans rather 
than drop the whole project, Allan Chap- 
man of Dunbar said. 


ACCORDING TO the board, the new 


proposal is more acceptable because it 
creates more open space. "People 
moved here for the open space, to get 
away from high-rises close-to the road," 
chairman Russell Parker said.' 


Allowing the 16-story buildings close to 


the road would set a precedent for other 
developers, Parker said. He also said 
present residents find high-rise living dif- 
ficult to understand. 
- 


If high-rises are going to come Into the 


village, they should be pushed back from 
the road, so present residents can still 
have the open space they want, Parker 
added.

"I'm not saying we don't need a hospi- 


tal. But developments place a burden on 
the schools and the tax collections lag 
behind the arrival of the children." 


ADDITIONALLY, the idea of the 


guidelines was to eliminate the necessity 
of the school board making a plea at 
each hearing for the schools, she said. 


The villages served by Dlst. 54 were 


aware of what the district needed, and 
they used this Input In requesting dona- 
tions from developers, she said.

. Allan Chapman of Dunbar Homes said 
the village can distribute the $150,000 to

guidelines for high-rise'construction, he

Health Planning Study Gets Final OK

'Final approval was given yesterday to 


a comprehensive health' planning study 
prepared, by the Northwest Cook County 
Health Needs Study Committee.' 
• The report, which mcorporates a 
lengthy analysis of the health care needs 
of the area and which was prepared by 


, the consulting firm of Ernst and Ernest. 
and a statement' from the committee, 
was accepted after several hours of de-. 
bate. 


The committee is composed of repre- 


sentatives of Hoffman Estates; Hanover 
Park, Roselle, Schriumburg, Northwest 
Community Hospital and Alexlan Broth- 
. ers Medical Center. 


THE COMMITTEE first, accepted the 


consultants', report, which recommends 
the development of two .hospitals, one hi 
Schaumburg Township and one near Har- 
rington by 1975. It then agreed to a posi- 
tion statement on the entire project. • 
. "It is the position that the Northwest 
Cook County Health Needs Study Com- 
mittee accepts.and adopts the report of 
the consultant and recommends imple- 


mentation of the recommendations with 
the considerations of demonstrated utili- 
zation trends,, financial viabilities, and 
pertinent physical factors," the state- 
ment read. / 


The committee also agreed to push for 


legislation that would require hospital 
promoters to present their'plans to a re- 
gional planning group, before any oper- 
ating license could be granted. ' v :: 


The committee voted to omit a pre- 


viously planned section of the report that, 
would have consisted of exceptions to the 
consultant's findings by the committee 
members. - .

Committee members argued that such' 


exceptions would ruin the credibility of 
the document. 


THE COMMITTEE'S action comes 


only one day after, the Illinois Hospital 
Licensing Board voted to delay any ac- 
tion on request for: an initial operating 
permit for. the'proposed Schaumburg 
branch of .Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's 
Medical Center. 


The state board; cited a need to review 


the committee's findings, which -were 


partially 'funded by .a state grant, as 
their chief reason for delaying action. 


Several., committee members noted 


during the discussion yesterday that they 
felt the ' actions .by Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's had placed much pressure on the 
committee.

Malcolm MacCoun, president of North- 


west Community Hospital, questioned the 
recommendation made by the con- 
sultants that a hospital be built near the 
intersections of Rte. 59 and'Rte. 22 north 
of Harrington. 
• He said that he does not believe the 
population in the area would be sufficient 
to support the proposed 250-bed facility. 


At the outset of the discussion, the 


committee members agreed to Include a . 
statement that the proposed emergency ' 
medical facilities that bad been recom- 
mended 'for immediate construction In 
the area be considered as out-patient am- 
bulatory care facilities. 


No futue meetings of the committee 


were scheduled.. It is anticipated that a 
final draft of the consultants report fax 
addition to other statements will be com- * 
pleted in one month.

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President Nixon Junks Pay Board, Price Commission 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - 
President 


Nixon Junked his Pay Board and Price 
Commission, substituting a largely volun- 
tary tet of wage-price guidelines in the 
third phase of his economic controls pro- 
gram. 


Tho President expressed confidence 


that Inflation could be checked under the 
revised plan and that 1973 and 1S74 could 
become "the best years our economy has 
ever experienced." 


Nixon described the Phase III program 


as a transition between the controls that 
have been In effect since Aug. 15, 1971, 


and a completely free economy. 


ALTHOUGH THE President said the 


new guidelines would be mostly volun- 
tary and self-administering, he retained 
mandatory restrictions on areas that 
have been especially troublesome — 
food, construction and medical care. 


"Special efforts will be made to com- 


bat inflation in areas where rising prices 
have been particularly troublesome espe- 
cially In fighting rising food prices," Nix- 
on said in a message to Congress. 


"Our anti-Inflation program will not be 


fully successful until its impact is felt at 


the local supermarket or corner grocery 
store." 


But as has been the case since controls 


were first imposed, there will be no other 
restrictions on the price of unprocessed 
agricultural 
products. The President 


chose to leave these products exempted 
despite the sharpest increase in farm 
products in more than 25 years last 
month. 


"Other special actions which will be 


taken to fight inflation include continuing 
the present mandatory controls over the 
health and construction industries and 


continuing the present successful pro- 
gram for interest and dividends," Nixon 
said. 


He asked Congress to extend for one 


year beyond its scheduled April 30 ex- 
piration date the statute on which eco- 
nomic control regulations rest But the 
Phtfse in regulations took effect imme- 
diately and wffl continue until April 30 
even if Congress balks at extending Nix- 
on's legal authority. 


THE ADMINISTRATION said the new 


voluntary guidelines would differ'very 
little — at least for the time being — 


from the Phase II controls. 


Businesses would continue to be per- 


mitted to raise prices to reflect increased 
costs provided the boosts did not in- 
crease the firm's profit margin as a per- 
centage of sales. 


A new alternative was added: A com- 


pany may boost prices to reflect added 
costs without regard to profit margins 


' provided overall boosts did not exceed 


1.5 per cent per year. 


The pay guidelines established by the 


Pay Board were retained "unless and 
until they are modified."

tants had done that and also admitted 
the government had disputed her claim. 
She said the dispute has not been re- 
solved.

George Tcmpleton, 633 Falrvlew Ln., 


picked up two sets of petitions from Vil- 
lage Clerk Sandy Carsello last week. 
However, no information concerning 
Tcmplcton's plans was available since he 
wu out of town on business through late 
Thursday. Both Tcmpleton and his wife, 
Beverly, have been active members of 
the Republican Organization of Schaum- 
burg Township (ROOST).

ciations — Egyptian Trot and Fox Valley 
Trotting Association — argued yesterday 
for dismissal of Scott's suit, saying that 


Thomas Nash, attorney for Fox Valley, 


told Circuit Court Judge Robert J. Down- 
Ing that the attorney general does not 
seek to enforce the law, but Is making an 
"undisguised" effort to set aside the rac- 
ing dotes of some applicants. 


Nash also argued that because the at- 


torney general has always defended tho 
racing board In the past, he Is now leav- 
ing its members without defense. 


AS FOIl MILLER, Nash said the for-

Walker Orders Freeze 
On Spending, Employment 


SPRINGFIELD, III. (UP1) — Gov. 


Daniel Walker has ordered a freeze on 
state spending and employment which he 
said will cut the payroll by 500 Jobs and 
save $10 million. 


"I am determined to bring state spend- 


ing under control," Walker said in an Im- 
promptu news conference. 


The order, he said, Is the first of sev- 


eral which will "fulfill my campaign 
pledge to cut waste from government." 


THE ORDER has two steps. The first 


will freeze at the level of Nov. 1, 1072, 
the number of employes In each agency. 
The overage number of employes 
allowed In any agency between now and 
June 30, Walker said, will be the number 
actually on the payroll on Nov. 1,1972. 


The second step Is a "restraint" at 


current levels of spending for personal 
services, equipment and the professional 
or technical portion of contractual ser- 
vices. 


In practice, the governor said, the or- 


der will mean that agencies will not be 
able to spend more for some things dur- 
ing the next six months than they are 
now spending and might have to reduce 
their staff. 


HOWEVER. HE SAID, It may be un- 


necessary to fire anyone to meet the 
terms of the order. 


"Because of attrition, the above re- 


strictions may not by themselvcj require 
the firing of any Individual except, possi- 
bly, in some agencies which have in- 
creased employment levels as a result of 
hiring since Nov. 1,1972," Walker said. 


"This program of fiscal responsibility 


will be interpreted and enforced so as to 
control unrestrained hiring without im- 
pairing the services which state govern- 
ment is to provide. 


TO GUARANTEE that service to the 


public Is not adversely affected, "I will 
hold each director and agency head per- 
sonally accountable to me to see that 
programs affecting people are In no way 
adversely affected by the fiscal' re- 
straints Imposed by this order," Walker 
said. 


Walker admitted there may be "hard- 


ship" In some coses because of the or- 
der. Todcal with that possibility, he 
said, he is establishing a three-member 
board composed of the director of the 
Bureau of the Budget, the director of 
personnel and the counsel to the gover- 
nor to rule on exceptions. 


Walker, In his Inaugural address Mon- 


day, said he would use the executive or- 
der as a tool to end the "free rfde" of 
"those who hove grown rich on the pub- 
lic dollar" and others.

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Martwick: Ban Smoking At Schools 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Cook County School Supt. Richard 


Martwick hu started a campaign 
against smoking areas provided for stu- 
dents on high school campuses. 


In announcing his campaign yesterday, 


Martwick said nine suburban school dis- 
tricts. Including High School Dlit. 214 
and High School Dlst. 211, allow student 
smoking In designated areas. 


The policies ot those districts, Mart- 


wick said, are "hypocritical" and may 
violate the law which requires schools to 
teach children about the dangers of 
smoking. 


MARTWICK said he will urge school 


districts to abolish student smoking 
areas and will also urge the General As- 
sembly to pass a law clearly requiring 
schools to prohibit student smoking. 


He added that the Comprehensive 


Health Education Act, passed In 1971, "in 
essence says there will be a curriculum • 
taught in the schools that Identifies the 
dangers of smoking. It seems to mo that 
if the schools then .allow smoking it 
would be hypocritical." 


Martwick added he does not believe 


schools should bow to arguments'that 
students should bo allowed to smoke be- 
cause teachers are allowed to smoke. 


"If I were to compare or contrast stu-' 


dents with the case of teachers I would 
sny teachers are adults and as long as 
w« have educational Institutions they 
have a responsibility to their students," 
he said. 


The application of the health education 


law to student smoking areas could be 
tested In court, Martwick said, but he 
Indicated ho would work for voluntary 
compliance by school districts In prohib- 
iting smoking. "I would ask for the sup- 
port of school boards and adminis- 
trators."

Fuel shortages and cold weather com- 


bined this week to cut services to 
schools, factories and transportation 
companies across the nation. One city 
had to snuff out an "eternal flame" be- 
cause of diminishing supplies of natural 
gas. 


Extreme cold In northern New Eng- 


land, tho northern part of the Midwest 
and other regions forced refineries to 
limit production of jet and dicscl-fucl to 
meet the rising demand for heating oil in 
homes and hospitals. 


In Washington, D.C., tho Air Transport 


Association said tho companies supplying 
airliners at J. F. Kennedy International 
Airport In New York with jet fuel wcro 


scraping the bottom of the barrel. 


Many railroads have ordered reduced 


speed for freight trains to conserve die- 
sel oil. The American Trucking Associ- 
ation said It was considering recom- 
mending slowdowns or other methods to 
conserve fuel if things got worse., / 


IN WICHITA,-KAN, 30 schools were 


closed because of lack of heat but were 
expected to be open today. Some area 
officials reported plants cutting down 
production for lack of gas needed for in- 
dustrial furnaces and other equipment 
but stressed that the situation has by no 
moans reached crisis proportions.

New Tax Plan 
i 
Won't Help Us 


The Cecil Partcc-Harry Scmrow 


plan to provide tax incentives for 
d e v e l o p e r s may represent an 
Imaginative answer to problems in 
the City of Chicago, but also could 
create chaos in other areas of the 
slate — particularly in the North- 
west suburbs. 


The plan would provide for ma- 


jor property tax breaks to com- 
mercial, industrial and residential 
developers to encourage new con- 
struction and increase the over-all 
tax base. 


Basically the plan would provide 


a five-year sliding scale for proper- 
ty taxes on new buildings or Im- 
provements to existing buildings. 
Property taxes on such construc- 
tion would be levied at 20 per cent 
of the full amount for the first 
year, increasing by that per- 
ccntagc for the next four years, un- 
til It reached 100 per cent five 
years after occupancy. 


The idea, in the form of proposed 


legislation, will be guided through 
the General Assembly by Pnrtee, 
the Chicago Democrat who is the 
Senate Majority Leader. Scmrow, 
however, Is the chief advocate of 
the plan. 


Scmrow said last week the tax 


reform measures would encourage 
new construction and thereby help 
the average property taxpayer. 
"The only way to reduce the tax 
load for the average citizen," Scm- 
row explained, "Is to construct 
more and bigger buildings. The 
more the total assessed valuation, 
the less the tax each individual will 
have to pay." 


While that simplistic solution to a 


complex problem may have a 
great deal of validity within the 
City of Chicago, if applied to the 
problems of the Northwest sub- 
urbs, for example, it could be ca- 
tastrophic. 


In Chicago, the costs of govern- 


ment — the services government 
provides for the people — is fairly 
stable. New construction, general- 
ly, would occur within the existing 
boundaries of the city and would 
require little, If any, increase in 
the services provided. 


The situation In the suburban 


areas is almost the opposite. New 
construction in any of the North- 
west suburbs almost certainly 


would require a corresponding in- 
crease in what it would cost the 
particular community to provide 
service for that development. 


The villages and cities of the 


Northwest suburbs derive from 
property taxes percentages of their 
annual gross revenue ranging from 
zero to about one-third. 


It is highly doubtful that the 


costs of providing services to the 
newly developed areas could be 
offset by the increases those com- 
munities would realize from the 
greater tax base. And it becomes 
more dubious considering the new 
construction, under the.plan, is not 
to be taxed at the full amount for 
five years. 


School districts, likewise, would 


have an added burden while collec- 
ting less than 100 per cent of the 
normal tax from the newly devel- 
oped areas. 


Rather than receiving tax relief 


from this plan, suburban taxpayers 
could find themselves shouldering 
a larger share of the total tax bur- 
den to provide services for new 
areas being taxed at a fraction of 
the usual amount. 


If this plan were to become law, 


then, it could breathe new life into 
the City of Chicago and cripple the 
suburban communities at the same 
time. The same would seem to hold 
true for other areas of the state — 
a boon to large, deteriorating cities 
and a severe blow to suburban and 
rural areas. 


In the case of the Northwest sub- 


urbs, it would seem some 
dis- 


couragement, 
rather 
than 
in- 


centive, is needed for rapid devel- 
opment — at least until the solu- 
tions and financing for critical 
area problems can be found. Many 
local communities would be aided 
by slowing development temporar- 
ily until, for example, all residents 
can be made safe of the threat of 
flooded homes. 
. Partce and Scmrow are advocat- 
ing a plan that certainly is desir- 
able for the people with whom they 
are most concerned. However, 
they should also concern them- 
selves with the best interests of ev- 
eryone in the county and state and 
we would urge legislators from the 
Northwest suburbs to take what- 
ever steps they can'to stop the plan 
from becoming law.

I read with consuming interest your ar- 


ticles on juvenile diabetes. However, I do 
feel that a few comments are warranted 
on your second article. 


I much admire Mrs. Furer for her help 


in solicitation of funds to further the re- 
search into 'diabetes (instead of flowers 
for a funeral ask for donations to tho 
American Diabetes Association). How- 
ever, I feel she is short-changing her 
relationship with her husband by their 
never going anywhere together. When 
Julie has left the house, whether to col- 
lege or by marriage, they must still have 
a life of their own. To cut off all ties now 
is to have none later. 


Second, I question her statement that 


"these kids do not and never will live a 
normal life." Consider Ron Santo and 
Mary Tyler Moore, among others. What 
constitutes a normal life? Is It normal to 
take digitalis for a heart condition, anil- 


histamines for an allergy or to wear 
false teeth? The taking of insulin Is real- 
ly not that much different. I was.most 
gratified to read in your third part that 
the team approach at Lutheran General 
Hospital helps the child to. "live a full, 
normal life.". 


I have a son who will be 17 in May. He 


has been diabetic since he was six years 
old. Yes, it is a shock when you first find 
out, but my husband and I decided then 
that he would be treated no differently 
than our other three children with regard 
to discipline and house rules. To do so 
would, we feel, make a "diabetic cripple" 
of him. And when he takes his place in 
the business world no one is going to 
"cow-tow" to him because he is diabetic. 
Just as one learns to distinguish between 
a dog's bark of alert, excitement or dan- 
ger, so does one learn to differentiate be- 
tween behavior indicating impending in-

I am not usually a letter writer but I 


felt I must reply to your article "One 
Woman's Battle." Instead of the pat on 
the back that Mr. and Mrs. Marshall Fu- 
rer desire, they should get down on their 
knees and thank God they have Julie and 
then they should look to themselves and 
see why she will never lead a normal 
life. She won't because they won't let 
her.. 


I am also the mother of a diabetic 


child. My son leads a very normal life 
and Is probably healthier than his non- 
.diabetlc friends. Sure, he has Insulin re- 
actions occasionally and we have to 
watch what he eats and wo do have a 
routine to follow that most parents don't 
and we hope someday for a cure. But in 
the meantime we feel our child is no dif- 
ferent than any other except that he has 
his insulin shot in the morning and he 
doesn't ruin his teeth by eating candy 
and gum, which by the way is about the 
only thing ho can't cat. 


"Assuring me that my child will live a 


normal life is not the answer" is tho 
comment by Mrs. Furer that prompted 
this letter. How many mothers with chil- 
dren with fatal diseases would welcome 
that assurance? "These children do not 
and never will lead normal lives" is hog- 
wash. I say they can and I am the moth- 
er of a dlabetlj child. I say they can if 
their parents let them. 


Mrs. Furer says funds are most impor- 


tant and I say education of the public is. 
I too am dismayed at the lack of knowl- 
' edge of the general public on one of the 
world's major diseases. If people would 
realize that 90 per cent of the population 
are probable diabetics then maybe the 
funds will become more, plentiful. 


We of course hopff for a cure for our 


son but in the meantime a normal life is 
what we ask and what we hope to give.

At that time we also 
had a five year old, a four year old and a 
three year old. We used reliable teen-age 
baby sitters who always knew where we 
could be reached In case of an emergen- 
cy, plus what to do in such an emergency 
(sweetened orange juice) and the doc- 
tor's number. We never found one teen- 
ager who was afraid to undertake the 
responsibility. And we never had any 
problems when we were out for an eve- 
ning. 


My son is on the varsity football team 


at St. Viator High School. He plays base- 
ball, dates girls and drives a car. During 
the summer he drives a boat, water 
skis and plays golf. He is planning on 
working construction during the summer 
vacation. He carries candy with him In 
case of an impending reaction and knows 
how to handle it. In short, he Is "living a 
normal life." 


I would not presume to disagree with 


Mrs. Furer about the severity of insulin 
reaction. Three times we have made that 
terrible trip to the hospital, via ambu- 
lance, when convulsions have ensued. 
Other times I have seen the vacant stare 
in his eyes that indicate sugar is needed 
and it is given. But I cannot agree with 
her statement that "Diabetes is probably 
the only childhood disease that com- 
pletely ties up the parents." Has she 
seen the parents of a spastic child, or 
one, who at the age of ten is so retarded 
that he is still hi diapers? Has she seen 
the children waiting admittance to Dix- 
on? Does she know the parents of a child' 
born with "open spine?"

Mobile Home 'A Successful Innovation' 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 


has Issued a comprehensive study of the 
mobile home Industry In Its monthly re- 
view, Business Conditions. 


According to tho bank, mobile homes 


— factory-made, furnished, and shipped 
to the site as complete units — stand out 
as tho most successful Innovation in low- 
cost housing In the past 20 years. In cnch 
of the past four years, about one-fifth of 
tho new housing units produced in the 
United States have been mobilo homes. 


President Nixon reported last June 


thnt tho nation was 8 per cent ahead ot • 
Us goal'to provide 26 million new or 
rehabilitated housing In tho 10 years end- 
Ing In 1978. This statement depends on 
the inclusion of mobile homes, says the 
bank. 


Continuous rapid growth in mobilo 


home output has reflected tho efforts of 


private businessmen and financial In- 
stitutions with virtually no financial as- 
sistance thus far from the government. 


ALMOST 600,000 mobilo homes will 


be produced and shipped this year — 30 
per cent of all new single-family homes. 
While industry experts expect a decline 
ot about 10 per cent in conventional hous- 
ing starts in 1973, they believe mobile 
home shipments will equal or exceed this 
year's total. 


The bank estimates that tho number of 


mobilo homes used as year-round hous- 
ing Is approaching 3 million 1 with more ' 
than 7 million Inhabitants. The typical 
unit produced today provides about 750 
square foot of living space and costs 
about $8.50 to $10 per square foot. This 
compares to about 1,500 square feet of 
space In a conventional new single-fami- 
ly home with construction costs at $15 to 


$18 per square foot. • •

Installment..sales contracts are out- 
standing. Commercial banks hold E5 per

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Dorothy Turns 'Brave' Blood Donor 
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'One An*- Of B Positive Coming Right Up9 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


My high school biology teacher once 


told me that my B positive blood was 
more valuable, dollar wise, than average 
blood. 


As I was driving to Lutheran General 


Hospital this week that thought flashed 
In my mind. 


Why hadn't I parted with my platelets 


when there was a price offered for a 
pint? I Imagine it was because blood for 
money had always seemed reserved for 
the down-and-outs on Skid Row or mal- 
nourished college students. Despite the 
fact that I'd collected many an empty 
pop bottle to supplement our Income 
years back, I never felt desperate 
enough to submit to the needle and give 
up my precious bodily fluids. 


Then why, my one-sided dialogue con* 


tinucd, was I heading towards the blood 
bank at Lutheran General Hospital to do- 
nate Dorothy Oliver blood? A •pamphlet 
In the hospital called It civic responsi- 
bility. I called It something I always 
wanted to do but had been afraid to try. 


ULOOD, needles and fear are just 


about equal In my book. The first two 
invariably bring about tho third and are, 
therefore, avoided at all costs. 


But I, lUco you, have been made aware 


of the blood shortage facing tho Chicago 
area. Tho media have made an all-out 
effort to let people know that blood sup- 
plies havo remained dangerously low. 
This is due In a largo part to a new Illi- 
nois law designed to eliminate tho use of 
blood from paid donors, but also because 
of an annual fall-off of blood-donations 
which occurs around tho holidays. 


Realizing there was something I, the 


citizen, could do to help relieve the short- 
age, 1 answered the appeal for blood and 
colled tho Blood Bank at Lutheran Gen-' 
oral. 


The blood bonk has been swamped 


with calls this week and is gladly making 
appointments for donors. I talked with 
Mrs. Arlcno Nelson, supervisor of the 
bank, and within 24-hours was standing 
In the waiting room at the hospital ready 
to roll up my sleeve. 


THE: it ULOOD DANK technologists on 


duty for tho day shift were busy at work 
when I arrived. Some were drawing 
blood from donors, others were testing, 
typing and separating the components of 
Uw blood In another room. Mrs. Nelson, 
who has been working in blood banks 
slnco 1018 and has been with Lutheran 
General for four yean, was marking 
plastic packages of whole blood, placing 
others In a large centrifuge, and keeping 
detailed records on everything she was 
doing. 


The blood bank at tho Park Ridge hos- 


pital needs about 400 donors a month to 
keep tho supply at the optimal level. 
Their main purpose Is to servo tho needs 
of the patients at Lutheran General but 
they also supply blood to hospitals that 
need a specific typo of blood and even 
ship blood to tho North Suburban Blood 
Center In Glcnvicw, if necessary. 


The blood bank can take 30 donations 


a day. Whole blood can only bo used dur- 
ing the 21 days after It Is drawn so a 
constant flow of donors is necessary, not 
only during a general appeal. 


Step 1 In becoming an official blood 


donor is calling 696-2210 for an appoint- 
ment. The blood bank is open from 7:90 
a.m. to 2:30 p.m. Monday through Fri- 
day, and from 5-8 p.m. Tuesday and Fri- 
day. 


An Initial screening Is done on the 


phone so people who do not qualify won't 
have to make a needless trip. They ask If 
you are under tho care of a physician or 
taking any medication (birth control 
pills, hormones, thyroid pills and tran- 
quillzcrs aro exceptions). You must 
weigh 110 or more pounds, bo between 
18-63 years of age (those older can do- 
nate If they havo a written statement of 
good health from their physician) and bo 
free of colds, flu, etc. 


YOU CANNOT HAVE had any trans- 


fusions or surgery In the last six months, 
nor can you havo ever had hepatitis or 
malaria. You may have allergies as long 
as you have no symptoms at the time of 
donating. 


You go through all those questions and 


many more when you get to the hospital. 
You're questioned about every imagi- 
nable Illness that could affect your blood 
or your general health. 
/ 


Then came tho surprise. Mrs. Nelson 


asked if I'd like to enroll in the Coopera- 
tive Blood Replacement Plan, a not-for- 
profit community service plan that guar- 
antees me and my family free blood for 
one year. The cost of the membership is 
my unit of blood and the replacement 
plan was created to encourage people to 
donate regularly. I signed on the dotted 
line feeling this was far better than re- 
ceiving the $10, $20 or $30 for a unit of 
blood. 


MRS. NELSON drew out a small ster- 


ilized needle from its wrapping and I 
closed my eyes as she pricked m/rlng 
finger. Expertly she filled small gloss 
tubes with the blood that gushed out Af- 


ter she filled four or so tubes she 
checked for my blood type, RH factor, 
and took two tubes full'to a small centri- 
fuge to find out my hemocyte count. The 
next thing I knew there was a thermome- 
ter in my mouth and Mrs. Nelson was 
taking my pulse. 
< 


There I was, a vision of health. I'd 


passed all the tests and was being led to 
the donor room. Mrs. Nelson helped me 
onto an extraordinarily comfortable con- 
tour chair after checking for the where- 
abouts of a choice vein on my right arm. 


All was going well and I decided to be 


calm. She checked my blood pressure, 


• turned on a vacuum pump and showed 


me the plastic bag partially filled with 
anti-coagulant where my blood would 
wind up. 


Mrs. Nelson spent two minutes cleans- 


f ing the "vlnl puncture" area, otherwise 
' known as "where they put the needle 


In." She was ready now, and before I 
could yell for help the needle was in and 
my dark red blood was filling the plastic 
bag. 
' 
' 
DONATING BLOOD takes about 45 


' minutes and, for this first-time donor 


anyway, is actually a pleasant experi- 
ence. It was all the more Interesting for 
me because from the moment I stepped 


-, through the door I was deluged with in- 


formation about the workings of the 
blood bank. 


It Is a fascinating place filled with 


people who are extremely careful in 
what they are doing. Mrs. Nelson and 
her staff seem to be very aware of the 


' responsibility vested in them and take 


great pains to be 100 per cent accurate. 


I put my name'on a list of people who 


agree to be called whenever their blood 
type is needed. For someone still wary of 
blood and needles I almost look forward 
to being called before my year is up and 
it's time to renew my membership in the 
Cooperative Blood Replacement Plan 
with a donation.

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Narcotics Laws: 
Are They Harsh? 


by TOM TIEDE 


STORMV1LLE, N. Y. — According to 


Jeffrey Smith, It all began back In the 
dark ages: 1968. As a Long Island college 
kid he was arrested, along with more 
than 100 other people, on charges of pos- 
sessing or distributing narcotics. 


Most of the herd was freed, because of 


age or circumstance, but Smith, then 19 
years old, was hauled before the bench, 
found guilty and sentenced to 7-15 years 
In prison. 
• - 


The charge: selling two ounces of pot. 
The sentence received little note at the 


time. The period was on anxious one of 
public Ignorance of drugs. Smith was 
shuffled off to Sing Sing, then to the 
Green Haven maximum security facility 
here — and forgotten behind the lock. 


Said society: good riddance. 
. , 


IN THE years -since, however, a 


curious (and, says Smith, correct) matu- 
ration has occurred In some of the most 
Influential comers of the nation. Lawyers 
began to question the necessity of com- 
bining pot and hard drugs In one legal 
bag. Doctors began to suggest a reefer 
was perhaps no more harmful than a 
martini. 


In 1969 Sen. Barry Goldwatcr, of all 


people, suggested pot laws were too 
harsh. Two years ago a Presidential 
Commission, of all things, recommended 
the "dccrlmlnallzallon" of marijuana. 
This year Consumers Union, for good- 
ness sake, added its usually conservative 
and studied voice to the growing opinion 
against Imprisoning pot users. 


And so over the holidays Gov. Nelson 


Rockefeller took belated action con- 
cerning Jeff Smith. Saying the prisoner 
had completed college during 3tt years 
Incarceration, thus was apparently "so- 
bering," he -used executive powers to 
commute Smith's sentence. 


The governor's act, likely, was a 


troubling one for him. (He had been ad- 
vocating harsher punishment for pushers 
of "hard drugs.") And it has doubtless 
distressed that sizable portion of the pub- 
lic which still equates pot with poison 
and users with all that's wrong with 
American youth. 


EVEN JEFF Smith himself, still be- 


hind bars awaiting final release this 
month, realizes that clemency has not 
been vindication: "I once got a letter 
from a woman who told me sho was glad 
I was In Jail. Because her daughter had 
died of an overdose. A lot of people think 
that way. A lot of people still think of me 
as some kind of slime with a needle." 


And no wonder, says Smith: "For 


years, you know, pot was legal In this 
country. It was even used for medicinal 
purposes. Then In the 1930s they changed 
the laws and lumped it in with heroin 
and other kinds of drugs. Ever since then 
people have been brought up to believe 
that it Is dangerous. 


"I CANT blame them for thinking that. 


I can't blame them for not wanting their 
kids to use something poison. The thing 
Is, It's not poison. All the legitimate com- 
ment over pot recently has been favor- 
able. So why do people still want to lock 
up the users?" 


Indeed, many people and most states 


still do want to lock up pot users. Favor- 
able comment to the contrary, mari- 
juana smoking is still more risky than 
robbery In most states. A spokesman for 
the National Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws (NORMAL), a com- 


mittee comprised mainly of attorneys, 
says .that perhaps 10,000 people are In 
jail today on pot charges: 
• 
; 
' 


"NEW 
YORK is bad enough. Some 


7,200 people were arrested here for mari- 
juana between January and August 1972. 
But some other states are really horrid. 
Texas, for example, has 13 people pre- 
sently serving life sentences for pot 
charges, 30 people there are in'for 30 
years each — and one poor guy has been 
given a 1,500-year sentence fqr posses- 
sion." 
. 
•• 


Aside from being "criminal in their 


own right," pot advocates say the vari- 


t ous state laws are also wrong because of 
their lack of uniformity. Thus a-fellow in : 
New York can be sent to Attica on his 
first conviction of usage, says NORMAL, 
but "he probably would get no more than 
a week in jail for it in Hawaii." Going 
from state to state with the weed is like 


• "traveling between countries." What's a 
heinous offense in Georgia, in other 
words, Is merely a violation in Nebraska. 


Thus It Is and has been over the years 


that what one person may do relatively 
casually, others have been required to 
pay a heavy price to do. Like Jeffrey 
Smith. No. 14644. Now 24 years old. Pal-, 
lid and somewhat shy after 3% years be- 
hind the Green Haven clang. 
• ••. 


Says he: "I don't even remember what 


It's like to buy something in a store." 
• • 


AND LIKELY his punishment is not 


over. Sentence commutation does not 
guarantee that his future will be any eas- 
ier than that for other ex-convicts. Job 
applications for him will probably not of- 
. for a space to"explaln your crime." 


Smith's Immediate life on the outside 


will be normal enough (he plans to enroll 
In college), but he sees eventual trouble, 
unless. "Unless, we change the,mari- 
juana laws completely. And I think that 
will happen. I think alt these things com- 
ing out In favor of pot is a kind of prepa- 
ration for tho day. I think even Nixon 
knows it's going to happen. Five years, 


. 10 years, maybe sooner — It's bound to 
happen." 


Meanwhile, thousands of people, not so 


fortunate as Jeff Smith, will stay In jail. 
A thought to make even a soon-to-be-free 
man wince: "I'll never forget this 
place," says Smith. "Every morning, it's 
like waking up dead. I was once repri- 
manded for 'possession of pepper.' I once 
had a pet cockroach named George. We 
have one single tree inside the wall. I 
can't explain it. It's just so bad."

years Or. John Calhoun gave his mouse 
colony the beat of everything — plenty of 
food, perpetual fair weather and freedom 
from both disease and natural enemies. 


But this mouse Utopia is now doomed 


to extinction through a sequence of over- 
p o p u l a t i o n and social disintegration 
which Calhoun believes has lessons for 
humans.

"If man were in • comparable situ- 


ation of overcrowding, we might antici- 
pate a breakdown of social and in- 
tellectual behavior," he sold In an Inter- 


view. Calbrun is a research psychologist 
specializing in behavioral systems at the 
National Institute of Mental Health. 


Ills colony began with four couples liv- 


ing in a space that could comfortably ac- 
commodate 160. 


As the population grew, Calhoun, said, 


the mice passed through stages of rejec- 
tion by each other, violence, sexual ag- 
gression by those rejected, destruction of 
social order, loss of sexual Interest and 
ultimately passivity. 


AT ONE POINT there were 2,200 mice.

ones" who were so pathological from 
generations of overcrowding and lack of

When Utopia became nightmare and 


the colony dwindled hi size, the survivors 
might have returned to normal social 
relationships, Calhoun sold. But by that •

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a high school 


J athlete and need somo answers to ques- 
tions. Does running five to 10 miles a day 
•on concrete and asphalt hurt the bones 
rand legs In any way? Does drinking a lot 
of milk (two quarts a day) cause cal- 
cium buildup In tho knees and be harm- 
ful? Does running five to 10 miles a day 
stunt or postpone growth in any way? I 
am 10 years old. 


Dear Iteader — The continual jarring 


to the ankle and knees while running 
does cause some'wear and tear changes, 
particularly If unusual positions are in- 
volved. Many ballet dancers develop 
wear and tear typo arthritis of tho ankles 
for similar reasons. Tho baseball pitcher 
will develop arthritis of his elbow from 
wear and tear effects of pitching. 


If one runs on a softer surface there is 


less jnrring and less wear and tear. Thus 
a cinder or turf of any sort is probably 
the best surface to run on. One can be- 
come conditioned to running on very 
hard surfaces, but these surfaces will 
have more wear and tear effect In tho 
long run. 


If you ore running on a hard surface, 


you should wear a different typo of shoe, 
one which offers good support to the foot 
and reasonable sponglness, in contrast to 
the thin solo for an ordinary track shoe. 


A good shoe can go a long ways toward 


minimizing tho effects of tho concrete 
surface. Joggers, runners, and long-dis- 
tance walkers should give more consid- 
eration to'their footwear than many do. 


Drinking milk does not cause calcium 


buildup in knees. You'd bo surprised how 
many people think that calcium deposits 
like those seen In arthritis are associated 
with using too much calcium. The arth- 


ritic spurs and buildup of bone that oc- 
curs abnormally usually result from de- 
struction of bone, and then when bone Is 
rebuilt, It forms in on abnormal fashion 
causing spurs of the type seen in various 
forma of arthritis. This Is how the lipping 
of the vertebrae, so common as the 
years pass, actually occurs. .

THE BODY DOES a poor job in re- 


building bone structures that( have worn 
away. .There is a lot more danger to the 
bones and teeth from not getting enough 
calcium ration than too much. I think an ' 
Inadequate calcium Intake is a common 
fault in many people's diet One of the 
best sources of calcium Is milk. 


Drinking milk is one of your worries 


you can eliminate completely. I approve 
of your drinking milk because you need 
the calcium and It also has a lot of good 
protein In it If you wont to limit the 
amount of saturated fat and still drink 
milk, you might learn to use fortified 
skim milk, which will, serve your pur- 
poses very well while decreasing the in- 
take of saturated fat 


Somo doctors feel that too much sntu-. 


rated fat can contribute'to the devel- 
opment of fatty deposits in the arteries 
which leads to problems later. 


Running In no way stunts or postpones 


growth. It's a good healthy exercise. It 
helps to build the heart and circulation 
by proper walking, running and logging 
programs. Of course, older people should 
walk first and have a medical evaluation 
before embarking on a strenuous pro- 
gram on their own.

been written In recent weeks about the 
steady erosion of congressional power 
and the concurrent growth of presiden- 
tial authority.

policy.

WASHINGTON <UPI> - 
More than 


350,000 college students arc spearheading 
• quiet campus revolution aimed at re- 
forming U S. institutions ranging from 
state governments to the advertising In- 
dustry. 


At SO schools In 14 states, students arc 


contributing up to $4 each to support a 
concept known as P1RG — Public Inter- 
est Research Group, 


A brainchild of consumer advocate 


Ralph Nader, the PIRGS arc staffed by 
youthful, but full-time professionals — 
lawyeri, economists, accountants and 
scientists. 


Their Job: Investigate state, local and 


community problems on behalf of the 
students. 


Each of the P.'RGS is operated Inde- 


pendently by a itudcnt board of direc- 
tors, and the universities collect the 
funds from tuition payments, although 
the W contribution Is voluntary. 


THE FIRST I'lHCS were set up in the 


1970-71 academic year and the combined 
•nnunl budgets for the groups is ex- 


pected this year to top $1 million. Ac- 
cording to Donald Ross, on associate of 
Nader's, the Idea will have spread to 150 
campuses in 25 states by next Septem- 
ber. 


What have the PIRGS done so far? Ac- 


cording to Nader the: 


• Minnesota PIRG has prepared a 


handbook on tenant rights, and con- 
ducted studies on topics ranging from 
discrimination against women to the 
growing problem of snowmobiles in the 
state. 


• Vermont PIRG issued studies on 


conflicts of Interest among Blue Cross di- 
rectors, the impact of the ski industry on 
the state, and sponsored a state-wide 
conference on health care. 


• Oregon PIRG conducted a study of 


advertising fraud In the Portland area, 
and issued reports on water pollution in 
the Willamette River. 


• Missouri PIRG has drafted a new 


consumer code designed to protect the 
poor in Jjt. Louis and distributed a model 
tenant lease for use by renters. 


Rustlers Went Thataway, 
Pardner...In An Airboat 


CIIIUSTMAS, Fla. (UPI) - A new 


breed of nocturnal cattle rustlers riding 
nlrbonb and posing as fishermen has 
been raiding herds put to range In the 
iwampy scrublands along Florida's St. 
Johns Hlvcr. 


The river gives the rustlers easy ac- 


cess to the remote marshlands where the 
hardy Brahmnns graze during the winter 
months. The cattle arc shot, butchered 
and sometimes packaged on the spot. 


"These people arc armed with 30-06 


deer rifles," said Jay llcbcrt, executive 
secretary of the Orange County Cattle- 
men's Association. "Some of the cattle- 
men have told me they arc petrified to 
go back In the swamp when these people 
arc out in their alrboats. You might not 
come out of there walking." 


With ranchers in the area reporting 


losses amounting to $1,500 to $2,000 a 
week, a special posse of sheriff's depu- 
ties from Orange and Brcvard counties 
has been patrolling the river with air- 
boats, jeeps and horses.

Prince and six others camped out on the 
river for two weeks recently trying to 
trap the water-going rustlers. 


"They would find out fast we were up 


la something If wo were going in and 
out," said tho young law officer. "The 
only way was to camp there and wait." 


One night, Prince heard an outboard 


motorboat coming down the river about 


four miles south of State Road SO. He 
crawled Into the water and hid behind 
a fallen tree to get a better look. 
.The boat cut Its motor and started"drif- 


Ing. 
Prince could hear voices. A spider 


was biting him on the hand, but he was 
afraid to slap at It. 


"Think \vc should just do a little fish- 


Ing tonight?" Prince said he heard one 
of tho men soy. "I hear the sheriff's 
people are getting pretty hot on us." 


"Maybe we should. There's no need to 


push our luck," the officer said another 
man answered. 


Hcbcrt said there arc two types of 


cattle rustlers operating In Florida and 
added, "there arc more cattle being sto- 
len today than ever in the history of the 
world." 


SOME OF THE rustling Is the work of 


organized crime syndicates operating 
with such equipment as refrigerated 
trucks and two-way radios. Hcbcrt said 
that an entire herd of 3,000 cattle was 
taken from one Florida ranch. 


But the river pirates arc apparently 


what Hebcrt refers to as "home freezer 
types." 


"These alrboat operators will go in 


there and shoot the cattle and stash them 
out," ho said. "When no one's around, 
they will go back and cut out the select 
cuts of meat and pack It in their freez- 
er." 


Keep An Eye On Scavenger 
Finns, Suburbs Advised 


Most suburban communities have been 


advised by tho Illinois attorney general's 
office to Inquire as to the ownership of 
scavenger firms licensed to operate with- 
in their borders. 


Robert S. Atkins, chief of the antitrust 


d i v i s i o n , suggested municipalities 
"rdqucst all future license applications 
include a full disclosure of their own- 
ership." 


The request is for the benefit of the 


communities, said Peter J. Miller, assist- 
ant attorney general. Major scavenger 
firms arc expanding rapidly through pur- 
chase of smaller operations. In 1071, 
there were more than 200 firms, he said, 
with the largest having about SO trucks. 
Now "it has become a big business," 
Miller said. There arc four corporations 
with publicly sold stock, UNO of very 
large she. Miller noted Waste Manage- 
ment Inc., Oak Brook, has acquired 35 
companies In tho area over the past 
year. 


"When they acquire a company, they'll 


work as a subsidiary under the same 
(previous) namo until they can in- 
corporate into the major structure," he 
said.

• Western Massachusetts PIRG filed a 


lawsuit to overturn state procedures for 
setting utility rates. 


• Michigan PIRG is suing for enforce- 


ment of an old law it uncovered that 
calls for criminal penalties for landlords 
who commit gross violations of-the hous- 
ing code. 


NADER SAID he provided only the 


idea for the PIRGS and that he main- 
tains no tics with the Individual.campus 
groups. 


Specifically the concept works like 


this: The students petition the school to 
assess each student up to $4 per year. 
Any student who doesn't want to contrib- 
ute doesn't have to. 


Even though the assessment is rela- 


tively small, it can snowball when a 
single PIRG is supported by 12 schools 
as is the case with Oregon PIRG. 


In the case of the University of Min- 


nesota, one of the first schools to set up a 
PIRG, there is an enrollment of more, 
than 53,000 students, Nader said. 


ONCE THE FINANCING Is assured, 


and can be counted on to remain steady, 
the students can then hire a professional 
staff to operate the PJRG. 


Nader described the purpose of the 


groups this way: "When you think of 
lawyers working for a student public in- 
terest research group, don't think of 
them in the traditional sense of someone 
going Into court, and litigating a case; 
that will be the last resort. 


"Think of these lawyers as people who 


are trained as advocates, who will advo- 
cate student views before state legisla- 
tures, who will participate in drafting 
legislation students favor, and who will 
da the kinds of investigations my stu- 
dents have done."

WHEN A municipality Issues several 


licenses, it may unknowingly give most 
or all of its licenses to subsidiaries of the 
same firm, said Miller. 


"There arc a lot of problems inherent 


in growth in this method," said Miller. 
Subsidiaries of the same firm "arc not 
going to bid against each other, they 
may have overlapping routes and con- 
glomerate them. They ore not going to 
have competition," said Miller. But the 
municipalities can guard against these 
possibilities by "making sure they know 
who tho owners of the various firms they 
license arc." 


Miller said Ills and Atkins comments 


were not meant to Imply any fraud on 
the part of the scavengers, but were only 
to inform municipalities of the situation. 


The attorney general's office entered a 


consent decree with the scavenger in- 
dustry in April 1071, in which the scaven- 
gers agreed to discontinue such practices 
as dividing consumers into territories 
and price fixing.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) —^Television en- 


tertainment programs shot abroad seem 
to be turning up with greater frequency 
on American networks. 


The overseas projects take various 


forms, among them: Series shot entirely 
abroad. Others for which occasional seg- 
ments, or sections of shows, are filmed 


, or taped out of the country: Specials and 
'mini-series purchased from companies In 
foreign nations. 


It wouldn't be reasonable, of course, to 


expect American television — any enter- 
tainment outlet — to be completely na- 
tionalistic and turn down everything pro- 
duced in a foreign land, no matter how 
good. And the realism of genuine settings 
is an undeniable plus in some shows. 


On the other hand, it can legitimately 


be argued whether various other pro- 


grams really gain anything in quality by 
being shot abroad. 


AT ANY RATE, just to give an idea of 


how things are going In the area of over- 
seas production of American video 
shows, here are some examples: 


—This coming Monday's first drama in 


ABC-TV's new la^e-night "Wide World of 
Entertainment" series, "An Echo of 
Theresa," with Polly Bergen and Paul 
Burke as a couple whose second honey- 
moon becomes a nightmare — was shot 
in Britain. 


—An ABC-TV agent-type adventure 


series, "Assignment: Vienna," is filmed 
on location in Australia. 


It would be asy to list a number of 


other overseas projects on tap for the 
networks. And then there are the popular 
mini-series that have been imported. Ex- 
amples: 


—"The Search for the Nile," a splendid 


British opus presented by NBC-TV. 


—"The Six Wives of Henry vm," An- 


other fine production by the British, 
'brought to this country by CBS-TV. 


-A brief series about Leonardo da 


Vind, an Italian production, also pre- 
sented by CBS-TV 


AND THE mini-series phase apparent- 


ly is not over. ABC-TV, for instance, 
says its 1973 schedule includes a planned 
seven-part story of the music world's fa- 
mous Strauss family, produced "In Lon- 
don and on location." 


Appareantly America's networks are 


leaving behind the era when they were 
concerned that people in the Midwest 
might not go for shows in which foreign 
accents were dominant. The fact about 
this concern, of course» was that the big- 
gest provincials in the country were at 
the networks.

I'EIISEVEUANCE BEING a com- 


modity not always In full supply these 
days, the men who announce baseball on 
radio and television have to bo admired. 


Tho game's dawdling pace and the 


long, long season mnko these men the 
drudges of sports broadcasting. 


They corn their money. I honestly 


can't Imagine anything more demanding 
than trying to work up enthusiasm for 
163 baseball games every year. Fourteen 
games are a full season's work In pro 
football, but the number amounts to polo 
underexposure compared with baseball's 
bingo. 


It's that kind of saturation, together 


with tho sport's easy atmosphere, that 
gives baseball's men In tho booths a 
communion with the fans unique among 
sportscastcrs. 


Intimacy can lead to annoyance, and 


It's no secret that Harry Caray, the spe- 
cial guest next Monday at the Herald's 
I'ro Sports Club Luncheon, has his crit- 
ics. But Caray brings an enthusiasm to 
his Job that Is genuine and very In- 
fectious. He's a salesman, a good one, 
and can be a sharp critic In a profession 
that Is so often accused of provincialism. 
He cheers for the team he Is covering, 
hut he also ean be brutally frank.-, 


"Fear dominates the Industry," says 


Howard Coscll, TV-ond-radlo sports com- 
mentator for ABC. "Tho fcnr of offend- 
ing on television and radio prevents the 
kind of bold commentary necessary to. 
any major news medium." 


Harry Caray offends some people. Not 


all (ho tlmo but some of the time. His 
frankness bothers many players. 


Curt Flood, the former St. Louis Car- 


dinals' outfielder who tossed away 
$100,000 to challenge tho baseball estab- 
lishment, wrote about this frankness hi 
his book, "Tho Way It Is." Corny an- 
nounced St. Louis baseball for 25 years. 


"Most of us liked him (Caray) person- 


ally," Flood said, "because he was a 
convivial companion, but his rabble-rous- 
ing descriptions of ball games made our 
flesh crawl. His specialty was en- 
thusiasm for tho Cardinals ns an in- 
stitution, tempered with harsh objectivity 
toward the Individual player's perform- 
ance. 


"Because he, too, was a Cardinal em- 


ploye," Flood continued, "his detach- 
ment never extended to the executive 
Her of the firm. That Is, he 'called 'em 
an he saw 'em,' but he was careful to see 
nothing that the front office didn't want 
him to see. 


'"Hero comes Dal Maxvlll with a 


chance to win It for tho Cardinals in the • 
ninth,'" Harry would garglo In a volco 
that sounded as if a peanut butter sand- 
wich had stuck In his throat " 'Maxvill 
is hltlcss In his last 14 nt-bats. Koufax is 
ready. Hero's tho pitch. OH N01 HE 
POPPED IT UP! Oh, no!''-' 


Flood Insists that.whcn Caray cried, 


"Oh, no" as he often did, ho was signall- 
ing his millions of loyal listeners that ho 
and they had been bilked. 


"Harry's judgments were Influential, 


both Immediately and cumulatively," 
Flood wrote In his book. "By affecting 
public opinion, ho affected our livelihood. 
So wo kept tabs on his broadcasts. If our 
stock was going down, wo needed to 
know It. Whoever among our pitchers 
was not working on a particular day was 
sura to bo In the clubhouse, listening to 
Harry's spiel. 


"I still have a tape of his broadcast in 


Chicago on the day I made a leaping 
catch so Improbable that a photograph of 
It wound op on the cover of Sports Illus- 
trated. I cherish the tape for that reason, 
but also for a typical Caraytsm that oc- 
curred earlier In the Inning. I had re- . 
trleved a batted ball and thrown It back 
to the Infield. Enemy base runners were'' 
In full flight, the crowd was screaming 
and so was Harry: 'Oh not Flood missed 
the cut-off man again. Again." 


Flood-feels that baseball players have 


• good reason to be hypersensitive about 
such things. "In a. freer market," he 
writes, "they might weU adopt the attl- • 
tude of other entertainers who feel they 
don't can what be says so long as he 
spells my name right But their individ- 
ual bargaining power in baseball now Is 
. so feeble that they overreact to aU public * 
criticism, deserved or not" . 


Caray Is well aware that some players . 


don't like his criticisms.

"I hate to be brutally frank," he says, 


"but It's my responsibility to Inform the 
fan even if it Is at the expense of hurting 
a player. If I don't tell the truth, the 
listener will become suspicious. Not only 
will he stop believing you but, con- 
sequently, he won't buy your product If 
ho trusts you, he'll buy the product 
you're selling. 


"I've had players complain to me and 


I've told them to write it out on paper' 
and If they can make themselves sound 
good after striking out and making er- 
rors, I'll put It on the air. And you know 
what? They agree with me." 


Tho ball clubs today differ widely In 


their policies toward frank reporting. 
Tho Montreal Expos claim to give their 
announcers a completely free hand, 
while tho Cincinnati Reds expect their 
announcers to refrain from saying any- 
thing negative about the team. Another 
that makes no pretense of objectivity is 
tho Philadelphia Phillies organization, 
which wants its announcers, Vice Presi- 
dent Bill Giles says, "To make us look as 
good as possible." Given the Phillies' 
less than glorious history, credit their an- 
nouncers with extraordinary 
efforts 


above and beyond the call of duty. 


Tho Cubs' Jack Brickhouso doesn't 


criticize in his "Hey, hey" reporting, but 
then ho serves on the team's board of 
directors. Radio men Vince Lloyd and 
Lou Boudrcau, while still Identifying per- 
sonally with tho home club, were more 
critical of the Cubs last summer than I 
had ever noticed before. 


In Los Angeles Vin Scully of the Dod- ' 


gcrs calls tho games objectively. "It's 
my style and it was agreed I should stick 
to It >whcn tho'Dodgers came from 
Brooklyn," ho says. "The people here 
felt that having an objective announcer 
was the mark of a major league city." 


The people In Pittsburgh apparently 


don't feel the same way. Consequently, 
flamboyant Bob Prince unabashedly 
roots for the Pirates. When he refers to ' 
the team, It's In the first person. "We 
had 'em all the way!" he crows after a 
Pirate victory, no matter how close. 


"I can turn my style on or off," says . 


Prince. "When I do a World Series or an , 
All-Star game, I go down the middle. In '". 
Pittsburgh they want me to root, so 
that's what I do." 


"In all tho years I did the games for , 


the Boston Red Sox," says Curt Gowdy, 
"I never insulted the intelligence of out \ 
listeners or made a fool of myself by 
rooting for tho home team. Tom Yawkey, ' 
the owner, said, 'I listen to your broad- l 
casts, too. Just give me the game as it 
happens — and leave the rooting to 
me.'"

problem. Ho is supposed to drive his 
teams so hard they never get to the ulti- 
mate championship game because they 
fade in the stretch. So, his Los Angeles 
Rams, defeated only once In the 1967 
schedule, lost the Western Conference 
title to'Grecn Bay. They lost the confer- 
ence title game again In 1969, to Min- 
nesota, And switching over to the Wash- 
ington Redskins In the Eastern Confer- 
ence last year, George dropped the first 
round playoff to the San Francisco 49ers. 


Both are aggressive, tight-lipped, win- 


channeled men who shut out the rest of 
the world during football season. Allen 
favors ice cream because, it's said, he 
doesn't have to take the trouble and time' 
to chew it Shula, who had a legendary 
temper as a player, keeps a tight grip on 
himself by devotion to detail and organi- 
zation.

When you cover Hollywood, you arc of- 


ten faced with such dilemmas. There's 
something going on every night In this 
hectic town.

You have to make your choice. 


I had opted for "Tho Crucible," oper- 


ating on the philosophy that a good mov- 
lo Is never more than a good movie, but 
a good play can be an experience. And 
then I had lunch with Walter Matthau 
and explained that I wouldn't bo seeing 
his film that night. 


"You 
are making a grave mistake," 


Matthau said, with that Mntthnulan de- 
livery that makes you never quite sure if 
he's kidding or not. 


•• 'PETE 'N' TILLIE' is a far better 


drama than 'Tho Crucible.' I yield to no 
man In my admiration for Arthur Miller 
but that play Is pretty dull going. 'Pete

I'm still not sure If he was kidding but 


I went to see "Pete 'n' Tilllc," and It Is a 
good piece of film. It docs work. Matthau 
Is, as usual, superb.

PANAMA CITY (UPI) - A young 


Mexican murallst has thrown a new light

Between tho 10th and the 16th centuries 


when the art of the vitrcux, or stained 
glass window, hit Its peak, lead joints 
and supports crisscrossing the glass can- 
vas Interrupted continuity. 


Since the artisans, who copies works of 


artists according to strict church rcgu- • 
latlons, painted upon the surface of the 
glass, little light from outside filtered 
through to tho Interior. 


This Is tho reason why medieval cath- 


edrals were such dark places. ' 


Jose Antonio Fcrrara Hancy, 33, of' 


Monterrey, Mexico, whoso 15-square-me- • 
ter "vltremural," "The Discovery of the 
South sea," recently was exhibited, has 
Invented a technique that could revive 
the vltrnux as an art form. 
' ESSENTIALLY.Fcrraro's technique is 
to glue thousands of pieces of colored 
glass to a transparent gloss "canvas" or 
pane. Tho artist cuts tho colored gloss 
Intoitho sizes and shapes he wants. The 
pieces are then inlaid on the pane with 
acrylic resin-based glcu that refracts and 
Increases tho natural light.

Let's Have Musicals 
That Really Entertain 


by JACK GAVEH 


NEW YORK (UPI) - In the matter of 


tho musical theater, It may be time to 
holler, "w 100, there, glddyup back." 


Not necessarily buck to the successful 


revival of such an oldie as "No, No, Na- 
nette," or the forthcoming refurbished 
even older "Irene," but simply to take a 
hard look at the way things have been 
going In this area of late. 


In quick succession there have been 


two $800,000 bombs, "Dude" and "VIo 
Galaclica," the latter getting the new 
and wonderful $12 million Urls Theater 
ot( to an unfortunate start, and the for- 
mer causing a rearranging of the interior 
of the famous old Broadway Theater 
from which It may never recover. 


Shows such as these were supposed to 


have been bright exponents of a "new 
musical" trend Dial seems to stem from 
tho hugely successful but vastly over- 
rated "Hair," of recent memory. 


"HAlli" TOOK OFF largely because It 


was tho first musical with a nude scene 
— In which practically nothing could be 
seen — and the first tuno show to use 
dirty words. Notoriety did It. 


Same New York critics, who should be 


hating themselves by now, gave such en- 
couragement to this show as heralding 
the beginning of a new trend In the musi- 
cal theater that susceptible writers and 
producers were lured Into similar gim- 
micky things such as "Dude" and "Via 
Gabctlca." 


Not that these two traded on nudity or 


vulgar language, but they substituted 
other tricks designed to d&zzlc spectators 
Instead of giving them entertaining 
stories and characters they could care 
about. 


Tito songs, of course, arc vital. The 


rock Influence was important in "Hair," 


although the score was not purely rock 
as composed by Gait MocDcrmot, and 
tho major asset of "Hair" was the songs, 
so far as I am concerned. MacDcrmot 
also was the composer for both "Dude" 
and "Via Galactica." The critics gener- 
ally have downgraded him since "Hair." 
He has to be laughing through the tears 
caused by the failure of the two new 
shows. 


MOST DID NOT like his tunes for 


"Dude" — in fact, there was nothing to 
like about this mistake. Yet, one critic of 
great Influence, who shall be unidentified 
here, thought that the "Dude" score was 
fine and that the "Via Galactica" score 
had little to recommend It. 


The opposite, of course, was true. 


There were several good ones in "Via 
Galactica." 


One of these days, when I get a sabba- 


tical of 10 years, I will spend tho tune in 
Washington lobbying for a law barring 
drama critics from evaluating the scores 
of musicals. Even trained musicians can't 
bo trusted to come away from a one-time 
hearing of a new show score and givo an 
accurate estimate of its appeal 


Just as one example, I can never for- 


get the review Brooks Atkinson, retired 
critic of Tho New York Times, wrote of 
Cole Porter's "Can-Can," in which he as- 
sayed tho score as routine and unmcmo- 
rablc. It was a score in which virtually 
every song quickly became a remarkable 
"standard," a feat equaled only by Je- 
rome Kern in "Show Boat." 


But back to the original theme of this 


piece. Writers and producers:. forget 
about trying to bo different and 'way 
out'; just provide somo musicals that 
really entertain. Which doesn't mean 
that they also can't be meaningful, as 
witness "The Threepenny Opera" and 
"Company," to name a couple.

Ex-Marine Hosts 
Talk Show On Sex

OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI) — Talk show 


host Don Chamberlain sits with his fin- 
ger on the "censured" button because 
the talk is about sex. 


Chamberlain, a bearded former Ma- 


rine, is host of the "California Girls" ra- 
dio show on station KNEW, and for four 
hours a day he listens — and sometimes 
talks — to women who want to tell about 
their sex lives. 


He always is ready to push a button 


that screams "Censored, censored, cen- 
sored" over any calls that get out of 
hand. 


"You're going to have to use a little 


class, girls," he's apt to tell his au- 
dience. "You can be creative but you 
don't have to draw too complete a pic- 
ture." 


The topic of the show can range from 


"guilt feelings" to the "strangest place 
you've made Jove." 


The sponsors arc lining up for the 


show, but Susie Holmen, a show assist- 
ant, says massage parlors and topless 
clubs arc turned down. 


The show is big on watcrbcds and body 


lotions. 


THE FEMALE listeners can send in 


for a "California Girl" card that entitles 
them to discounts with the advertisers. 


"We figure we'll have 50,000 card-car- 


rying 'California Girls' by January," 
Chamberlain said. 


The show receives about 200 letters a 


day, most of them praising Chamberlain 
and his approach. 


Chamberlain's voice quality has a 


striking similarity to Bill Ballance, the 
highly successful Los Angeles disc jock- 
ey who started the sex talk shows about 
a year ago over KG6S with his "Femi- 
nine Forum." 


Since then Ballance has been syndi- 


cated and there arc similar shows in oth- 
er cities. 


Chamberlain, who has been married 


and divorced three times, frequently re- 
fers a caller to a special agency. He is 
particularly fond of San Francisco's Dr. 
Joel Fort and his "Fort Help" clinic. 


He hopes to establish a nonprofit or- 


ganization with Fort to "do sexual re- 
search and. provide immediate help for 
people with sexual dissatisfactions." 


CHAMBERLAIN admits to being prop- 


ositioned occasionally by callers. 


He says his show serves an important 


function by "opening up lines of commu- 
nication between men and women." 


"That's a pretty healthy thing," he 


said. 


His office, featuring a huge photo of 


the late famed prolific lion, Frasier, has 
stacks of letters from women who say 
the show helped them relate to their hus- 
bands. 


"My husband and I talk about your 


show and then we can start talking about 
our own problems," one woman wrote. 
"We've never l>ecn able to do this be- 
fore." 


The station recently started a show for 


"California Guys," hosted by a woman. 


"But guys aren't near as articulate," 


Chamberlain said. "There's a lot of

"When a man reaches his Into forties 


or early fifties, he may feel that things 
are closing In on him. Perhaps he sees 
no chance of getting ahead on his job, or 
of getting a salary Increase. Ho may 
wont to get away from It all. This U 
when you sometimes hear about a pre- 
viously devoted husband and father run- 
ning off with his secretary." 


HIE WIVES. HE maintains, need to 


recognize some of the men's problems at 


this time and play a supporting role. 
Meanwhile, the wives themselves arc go- 
ing through certain changes, which their 
husbands usually don't understand, the 
gynecologist points out. 


"Tho women arc reaching the age of 


menopause and need some kindness and 
help — especially from their husbands. 
Yet, so often when the husband has prob- 
lems, he may attribute these to his 
wife's menopause. What wo really need 
in this world," the physician emphasizes, 
"Is more understanding between those 
couples who've been married for years." 


Dr. Cooper suggests that men as well 


as women in their middle years have 
, regular physical examinations. "Every- 
one In the household will benefit," he 
adds, "If the husband takes care of his 
health needs and the wife has her men- 
opausal symptoms treated." 


The gynecologist explains that if — af- 


ter thoroughly examining the women — 
he finds no physical reasons for her 
symptoms other than a decrease in the 
level of the female hormones (due to the 


natural tapering off of her ovaries at 
that age), he'll put the patient on estro- 
gen replacement. 


"NOT ONLY DO the headaches usually 


stop with this treatment," he says, "but 
so do many of the other menopausal 
symptoms." 


When a woman is free of these, he goes 


on, "she can start enjoying life and doing 
all those things she always wanted to, 
but couldn't when she was tied'down 
with the children." 


The husband who sees that his wife 


gets proper medical care can help in- 
crease harmony at home, Dr. Cooper be- 
lieves. Some husbands want to be with 
their wives when they sec and talk to the 
doctor. 


"Other men prefer to sit In the waiting 


room, since they're kind of embarrassed 
about being in a gynecologist's office. It 
just depends on the individual," he con- 
cludes.

love to sec hopping about. Hunters would 
like to sco more cottontails In the game 
fields. However, rabbits don't bring joy 
to everyone, particularly the homeowner 
with some highly prized young fruit 
trees, ornamental shrubs or nice vege- 
table gardens. 


Hunted by more people than any other 


game animal, they arc still quite numer- 
ous, they appear well adapted to living in 
city conditions. In fact good cover is 
more available In the urban areas than 
the open farm lands. As farm sizes be- 
come larger and land more valuable, the 
fcnccrows and brush areas arc cleaned 
up to grow crops. For long periods In the 
year there is no place for game to hide

in the country. Compare this to our ur- 
ban areas where there are occasional va- 
cant lots, landscaped areas with more 
permanent shrubs and buildings to hide 
under, In or around. 


As rabbits do not hibernate during the 


winter, they must satisfy their ravenous 
appctltlcs. In most seasons little harm Is 
done as there are plenty of fresh green 
foods available. In winter and spring this 
isn't the case and we start having prob- 
lems. 


WHEN' SNOW covers the dormant 


grasses, rabbits turn to anything acces- 
sible. Often this is bark of young trees 
and shrubs. As they gnaw off the bark 
they cut the plants lifeline or girdle the 
trunk. Older, well-established trees have 
tough bark that isn't harmed. 


What can you do to prevent damage? 


Wrapping trunks with wire screen or 
hardware cloth is a well known and ef- 
fective method of control. If you have 
only a few plants to protect, it is prob- 
ably the best. Be sure to cover enough of 
the trunk. Remember snow may drift in 
to some' depth and rabbits will feed 
above tho snowllnc. 


The use of repellents is the next most 


effective control and more practical with 
a number of plants to protect. Remem- 
ber; no repellent is perfect and some 
damage may occur — particularly if 
thcro are a large number of rabbits 
around. Repellents may bo applied with 
a brush or sprayer depending on the ma- 
terial. 


TIIIRAM, A fungicide, works well and 


Is available in many commercially pre- 
pared pre-mixed preparations. Other

TNBA (trinitro-benzene-analine), ZAC 
( z i n c 
dimethydithiocarbamate-cyclo- 


hcxylamlne), or TMTD (tetramcthythlra- 
midsulflde) are also suggested. 


An old time suggestion is roslnralcohol. 


Put Hi to 2 pounds of powdered rosin in 
a quart of denatured ethyl alcohol. Let 
stand In a warm room overnight, then 
brush on the plants'you wish to protect. 
Generally this is considered less effec- 
tive than the newer chemicals mentioned 
previously. 


Put your repellents on any time now. 


They should be effective for the whole 
winter. With protection perhaps you too 
will enjoy seeing a rabbit hopping about 
your property.

If the 
rash doesn't disappear, do call the doc- 
tor.

In planning coverage of the 1968 Olympic.Games in Mexico 


City, the President of ABC Sports decided to concentrate on 
the decathlon, a grueling event that had been given only 
peripheral attention on earlier Olympics telecasts. 


ARLEDGE ORDERED special films and coverage uf Bill 


Toomey, an American who was given no better than an 
outside chance of winning a gold medal in the 10-cvcnt 
competition. Toomey, of course, won the event, setting a new 
Olympic record. 


For the 1972 Olympic Games in Munich, Arledge once 


again, decided on special coverage for a relatively ignored 
event, the marathon. No American had won the 26-mile run in 
54 years. 


But once again, Arledge homed in on an Olympic event 


ordinarily treated casually by TV. He arranged for additional 
camera coverage and for special films on Frank Shorter, an 
American given little chance to win a race usually dominated 
by Europeans and Africans. Abo, Arledge hired as a special 
ABC Sports commentator novelist Erich Segal, an expert on 
the marathon and, by coincidence, a teacher of Shorter at 
Yale.

Host Perry Como shares ihe spotlight with Dtahann Carroll, 


Connie Stevens, Louis Jourdan, Twiggy and Charles Aznavour 
as some of the popular songs with words and music by Cole 
Porter arc presented during "Cole Porter in Paris," the "Bell 
System Family Theatre** special to be colorcast on the NBC 
Television Network Wednesday, Jan. 17. 


Such hits as "Night and Day." "Be*in the Be^uine," "i Get 


a Kick Out of You/' "In the Still of ihe Night," "Anything 
Goes," "I Concentrate on You" and "I Love Paris" arc 
featured. 


The musical is divided into four major sections. The first is 


devoted to songs Porter wrote for Broadway shows (except for 
"Kiss Me, Kate"); another deals exclusively with music from 
"Kiss Me, Kate"; and a third is made up of melodies he 
penned for movies. Songs with a French flavor introduce the 
finale, filmed on location at various sites in Paris, including 
Orly Airport, the Tuileries Gardens, the Arc de Triomphe, the 
Montmartre section and the Louvre museum. 


More than 40 Porter songs are included in the hour. There 


is no dialogue. Sets, props and outdoor locales (in the case of 
the Paris-originated segment) provide continuity for the show. 


The special opens with a sampler of things^to come as Como 


sings "I've Got You Under My Skin," Miss* Carroll performs 
"Get Out of Town," Jourdan sings "True Love," Miss Stevens 
offers "Friendship" and the orchestra plays a portion of 
"Begin the Beguine." 


A photographic background of scenes from movies in- 


troduces Porter's music for films, including "Rosalie" (the 
orchestra); "It's All Ri*ht With Me" (Miss Carroll); "I Con- 
cenlrale on You" (Como); "Be a Clown" (Miss Stevens and 
the dancers); "Well, Did You Evan!" (Como and Jourdan); 
"From This Moment On" (Miss Carroll); and "In the Still of 
the Night" (Como). 


A drawing of William Shakespeare looms behind the per- 


formers as they present selections from "Kiss Me, Kate" 
(based on the Bard's "The Taming of the Shrew"). The 
numbers include "We Open in Venice*' (the principals); 
"Another Op'nin', Another Show" (Miss Stevens); "Wunder- 
bar" (Jourdan); "So In Love" (Como); 'Too Darn Hot" (Miss 
Carroll and the dancers); "Always True to You'* (Miss 
Stevens); "Where is the Life That Late I Led?" (Jourdan); and 
"Were TTiinc That Special Face" (Como). All the principals 
join for "Brush Up Your Shakespeare" and an encore of "So

In the concluding minutes, Como sings a medley of "I Love 


You" and "You'd Be So Nice to Come Home To." Miss 
Carroll, Miss Stevens and Jourdan are heard singing "You're 
the Top" while taking a tour of Paris, visiting such landmarks 
as the Arc de Triomphe, the Louvre museum and Orly Airport 
Como closes the hour singing "Begin the Beguine."

Unit District Proposal Here Opposed 


The Prospect Heights Dlst. 23 School 


Board' has voted unanimously to oppose 
any efforts of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 to form a unit district, kindergarten• 
through twelfth grade. 


The 54 vote came Wednesday night at 


the urging of Alan Krinsky, the board 
member serving on an informal com- 
mittee composed of'officials from eight' 
area school districts to discuss unit dis- 
tricting. Board Pres. Mel Lace and 
member Roy Wclnberg were not present 
at the meeting. 


At Krlnsky's recommendation, the 


board passed a resolution opposing the 
formation of a unit district in Dist 59 
because "creating the district would re- 
move dollars from (High School) Dist. 
214's tax base and thus create a hardship 
on maintaining a quality education for 
tho remainder of students" attending 
Dlst. 214. 
I 


Tho feasibility of a unit district is cur- 


rently being studied by a citizens' com- 
mittee composed of Dist 59 residents. 
The committee, which will make recom- 
mendations to the Dlst. 59 school board, 
was formed after a preliminary report 


by a professional consultant indicated 
there are no apparent legal barriers to 
the formation of a unit district in the 
Dlst. 59 area. 


FINAL REPORTS by the citizen's 


committee and the professional con- 
sultant are expected in March. 
. George Coney, chairman of the citi- 
zen's committee, stressed yesterday the 
committee has reached no decision on 
Jhe unit district. 


"They (Dlst 23) are -taking a stand 


when we haven't even reached any con- 
clusions on the subject," Coney said. 
"We're getting the facts, while everyone 
else Is just running scared instead. I 
don't know if Dist. 59 will form a unit 
district or what's going- to happen. We're 
just trying to do an intelligent open- 
minded study on a better district on just 
trying to find out what's best for the stu- 
dents." 


Krinsky told board members one rea- 


son he recommended an official protest 
was "the fact that one elementary dis- 
trict wank to divide into a smaller unit 
taking the wealth from D^st 214. This 


craatcs an unfair advantage to the chil- 
dren who will be attending the other 
schools in Dlst 214 because they have 
lost part of the tax base thus depriving 
the children of the same educational pro- 
grams that the wealthier district would 
then have." 


KRINSKY ALSO has charged that 


Dlst 59 is trying to dodge its financial 
problems by forming a unit district in- 
cluding Centex Industrial Park. Forma- 
tion of a unit district in that area would 


remove the industrial park from the tax 
base of Dist 214. Krinsky called Dist 
59's motivations "selfish." 


"They call us selfish, but it appears 


they are selfish," Coney said. "They 
want to reap the benefits of an industrial 
tax base but don't want the Industries in 
their town." In referring to benefits, Con- 
ey pointed out that DisJ. 23 students go 
on to High School Dlst. 214 which pro- 
grams are paid for hi part from revenue 
from industries in other towns.

Health Planning Study OKd; Hospital Position Voted 


by STEVE BROWN 


Final approval was given yesterday to 


• comprehensive health planning study 
prepared by the Northwest Cook County 
Health Needs Study Committee. 


The report, which incorporates a 


lengthy analysis of the health care needs 
of the area and which was prepared by 
the consulting firm of Ernst and Ernest 
and o statement from the committee, 
was accepted after several hours of de- 
bate. 


The committee Is composed of repre- 


sentatives of Hoffman Estates, Hanover 
Park, Rosclle, Schaumburg, Northwest 
Community Hospital and Alcxlan Broth- 
ers Medical Center. 


THE COMMITTEE first accepted the 


consultants' report, which recommends 
the development of two hospitals, one In 
Schaumburg Township and one near Har- 
rington by 1975. It then agreed to a posi- 
tion statement on the entire project. 


"It is the position that the Northwest 


Cook County Health Needs Study Com- 
mittee accepts and adopts the report of 
the consultant and recommends, imple- 
mentation of the recommendations with 
the considerations of demonstrated utili- 
zation trends, financial viabilities and 
pertinent physical factors," the state- 
ment read. 


The committee also agreed to push for 


legislation that would require hospital 
promoters to present their plans to a re- 
gional planning group before any oper- 
ating license could be granted. 


The committee voted to omit a pre- 


viously planned section of the report that 
would have consisted of exceptions to the 
consultant's findings by the committee 
members. 


Committee members argued that such 


exceptions would ruin the credibility of 
the document. 


THE COMMITTEE'S action comes 


only one day after the Illinois Hospital 
Licensing Board voted to delay any ac- 
tion on-request for an initial operating 


permit for the proposed Schaumburg 
branch of Rush-Presbyterian-St Luke's 
Medical Center. 


The state board cited a need to review 


the committee's findings, which were 
partially funded by a state grant, as 
their chief reason for delaying action. 


Several committee members noted 


during the discussion yesterday that they 
felt the actions by Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's had placed much pressure on the 
committee. 


Malcolm MacCoun, president of North- 


west Community Hospital, questioned the 
recommendation made by the con- 
sultants that a hospital be built near the 


intersections of Rte. 59 and Rte. 2 north 
of Barrington. 


He said that he does not believe the 


population in the area would be sufficient 
to support the proposed 250-bed facility. 


At the outset of the discussion, the 


committee members agreed to Include a 
statement that the proposed emergency 
medical facilities that had been recom- 
mended for immediate construction In 
the area be considered as out-patient am- 
bulatory care facilities. 


No futue meetings of the committee 


were scheduled. It is anticipated that a 
final draft of the consultants report in 
addition to other statements will be com- 
pleted in one month.

according to Jack Ryon, director of pub- 
lic relations. 


"We have all the blood we need now 


but we will continue to take blood and 
ship It to the North Suburban Blood Bank 
which will then redistribute It to meet 
the needs," said Ryon. 


"Things are going fine. We have moro 


donors than wo flood," said a spokesman 
from the North Suburban Blood Bank In 
Glcnvlcw. The spokesman said the bonk 
hntl been able to fill all of Its orders' for 
blood from member hospitals' buttiad not 
had any extra to send to Chicago hospi- 
tals. "If the donors continue to como in, 
wo will start sending blood to Chicago," 
ho said. 


"I SAW A DREAM come true yester- 


day — the waiting room was full!" 


That was the reaction of Roger Sulli- 


van, director of the Beverly Blood Bank 
as residents responded Tuesday to a call 
for blood donors. He sold his center col- 
lected 168 pints between 7 a.m. Tuesday 
and 5 a.m. Wednesday. 


Sullivan said the situation had to get 


better. "It had only one way to go — 
up." He was comparing the new total to 
the one pint of blood the bank had on 
hand Sunday. 


"The public has really responded," ho 


said. He pointed out that persons of all 
ages were standing in line to donate 
blood and all were patient and put up 
with the wait.

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The Prospect Heights Improvement 


Association will formally file its appeal 
for incorporation today with the Illinois 
Supreme Court. 


"We're filing a little early," said Don 


Kreger, attorney for the association. The 
deadline for filing the brief is Monday. 


The association decided to take its case 


to the Supreme Court after the Cook 
County Circuit Court and Illinois Appel- 
late Court ruled PHIA's petition for in- 
corporation as a city was invalid. Judges 
said the petition did not meet state re- 


quirements because neighboring munici- 
palities have not given their consent to 
Incorporation. Both Arlington Heights 
and Wheeling have objected to the pro- 
posed city.

Since wiping rags 
are a very small part of the company's 
business, "we could eliminate the prob- 
lem tomorrow by having someone else 
(another company) do the job. But we 
prefer to meet the problem head-on." 


Baber 
said 
the company is ex- 


perimenting with new equipment and dif- 
ferent techniques in an effort to elimi- 
nate the polluting water. 


The company is no longer soliciting 


wiping rag business and is evaluating Its 
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current list of customers to see if those 
turning in especially dirty rags can be 
dropped from service. 


The MSD initially ordered the testing 


when damage to the sewer system in the 
area was found during road construction.

The suit filed by Scott alleges that the 


board violated (ho law by awarding rac- 
ing dates to corporations headed by Wil- 


liam F. Miller, who Is under indictment 
on charges of bribery and Income tax 
evasion. 


Attorneys for two harness racing asso- 


ciations — Egyptian Trot and Fox Valley 
Trotting Association — argued yesterday 
for dismissal of Scott's suit, saving that 
the attorney general did not have the le- 
gal capacity to sue. 


Thomas Nash, attorney for Fox Valley, 


told Circuit Court Judge Robert J. Dawn- 
ing that the attorney general does not 
teek to enforce the law, but Is making an 
"undisguised" effort to set aside the rac- 


ing dates of some applicants. 


Nash also argued that because the at- 


torney general has always de&jded the 
racing board in the past, he is now leav- 
ing its members without defense. 


AS FOR MILLER, Nash saidi the for- 


mer racing board chairman was not 
awarded dates, but that dates were 
awarded to associations of which he is a 
stockholder. Whats more, Nash said Mill- 
er Isn't even the majority stockholder 
but has only a small interest in Balmoral 
Jockey Club and Balmoral Park Trot.

Carpenter Amvets Post 66 until Dec. 30, 
is one of several older buildings de- 
stroyed in the past few years. 


Like most of the old village buildings, 


the Amvets headquarters was built on 
Milwaukee Avenue, the main route of 
travelers at the time. It was originally 
built shortly after the Civil War, as an 
eating house and roadside restaurant 
called the Chicago House, located about 
ono half-day's ride from Chicago. In 
those days, Chicagoans used to drive out 


to Wheeling for Sunday outings. 
1 IN THE PAST few years, most of the 
old buildings left near the intersection of 
Milwaukee Avenue and Dundee Road 
have been torn down, some because of 
the widening of the intersection. 
1 In 1971, the old building belonging to 
the Fassbender family was torn down af- 
ter being damaged by the roadwork. The 
building had once been the only hard- 


• ware store between Des Plaines andXib- 
ertyville. It also served as a post office, 


a restaurant and the first Wheeling bank 
during its 125-year existence. 


That same year, Wheeling lost an old 


ice house that was torn down to maka 
way for a parking lot The building, at 
109 S. Milwaukee Ave., had been an ice 
cream parlor in the 1890s. 


In 1970 the building that housed the 


Wheel Inn Tavern and the Windfall Gift 
Shop hi the same area on Milwaukee Av- 
' enue was destroyed by a fire. 


Restaurant To Resubmit Building Plan 


Petitioners seeking a_ special use per- 


mit to operate a Denny's Restaurant in 
Lynn Plaza Shopping Center withdrew 
their petition when they learned the pro- 
posed project did not meet village re- 
quirements. 


Originally the restaurant was to be 


built as-a freestanding structure in the 
southwest corner of the shopping center. 
Wheeling ordinance, however, does not 
allow more than one building to be built 
on each lot of record. 


The developers then decided to subdi- 


vide the property so the restaurant could 
be a freestanding building. They learned, 


however, that the present B-l zoning for 
the property could not be given to any lot 
smaller than four acres. The lot created 
by the subdivision would have been sub- 
stantially less than four acres. 


The project also ran into problems 


meeting the village parking require- 
ments. The developers had proposed us- 
ing parking facilities in Lynn Plaza to 
provide the needed 35 parking spaces. 
Only 18 spaces were planned for the lot 
to be occupied by the restaurant.

The feasibility of a unit district is cur- 


rently being studied by a citizens' com- 
mittee composed of Dist. 59 residents. 
The committee, which will make recom- 
mendations to the Dist. 59 school board, 
was formed after a preliminary report 
by a professional consultant indicated 
there are no apparent legal barriers to 
the formation of a unit district in the 


Dist 59 area.

Who Wants 
To Play 
A Game? 


by CINDY TEW 


"Who wants to play • game?" 
A dozen children drop what they were 


doing and crowd around Jean Jamleion 
who's about to open ooe of dozens of 
bright, flowered boxes In the room. 


Like a magician who's about to take a 


rabbit out of her hat, Jean slowly opens 
tho box to reveal red, white and blue 
squares, circles and triangles. The kin- 
dergarteners start handling the large 
wooden blocks, wondering what kind of 
game their teacher Is going to come up 
with this time. 


"Line the blocks up, but each block 


can only change In one way from the one 
that's next to it, explained Miss J as the 
children call her. "Either change the col- 
or of tho block or the shape of the 
block." 


A KINDEUGAUTEN teacher at North 


School In Arlington Heights for the past 
21 years, she usually has a half dozen 
games going In her classroom. 


"One of my goals is to get the children 


to the point where they'll come to school 
In the morning and find something to do 
on their own," she said. "I want them to 
learn to be Independent." 


While some of the 5-year-olds arc In- 


trigucd with tho circles and squares, 
some don't understand the game at all 
and others think It Is too simple. They go 
on to other games around the room. 


"I like bingo and the candylnnd game," 


said Klrsten Fonbcrg. 


Kim Mcrltt likes to play as much as 


tho other children, but also enjoys read- 
ing and math. She has already completed 
100 pages In the first grade math book 
and U In a first grade reading group. 


"WB JUST started a kindergarten and 


first grade reading group," she said. 
"It's not for everyone, but some arc 
ready for It." 


Jean has taught higher grades, In- 


cluding math and science in grades five 
through eight during the summer. But 
she always goes back to her kindergar- 
teners. 


"It's fun, and challenging, to watch 


and help tho 5-year-olds grow. There's so 
much learning that goes on at this age," 
she said. 


And the kids can do any amount of 


learning they can handle In the psy- 
chedelic classroom. A maize of shelving 
piled with bright-colored boxes, hanging 
mobiles and a red, green and blue picnic 
table assaults the visitor's vision. 


THE BACK of tho room includes a 


counter and cupboards precariously piled 
with educational materials. Then there's 
the $1 typewriter, circa 1010, Jean picked 
up at a flea market, the small organ a 
friend donated and the dozen headphone 
sets for listening to music or to tho "talk* 
Ing alphabet," which teaches children 
about sounds. Topping off the room's mo- 
tif arc dozens of footsteps made by the 
kindergarteners, who are learning to 
measure things. 


"It's amazing what you can fit into a 


classroom," Mrs. Jamlcson said. 


Besides enough equipment to keep any 


kindergartener busy, the veteran teacher 
has two walls of shelves filled with learn- 
ing center equipment. After her 33 kin- 
dergarteners are packed off at noon, the 
room becomes the North School learning 
center, and Jean becomes tho learning 
center director. 


"It gets a little complicated," she said. ' 


"But the children are learning what they 
can use and what they can't." 


ONE LITTLE boy found an exciting 


game that ticked on the "learning cen- 
ter" side of the room and couldn't resist 
the temptation to try and find where the 
ticks came from. Jean simply put the 
"ticker" out of temptation's reach. 


While she uses as many teaching aids 


provided by the district as she can get 
her hands on, there arc some teaching 
aids which she has dreamed up which 
Just can't bo bought. They can be made, 
however. 


"I couldn't run my kindergarten with- 


out the help of my friends. Friends, espe- 
cially those with carpenter's tools have 
made geo-boards for a moth game, gi- 
ant-size wood letters, pulleys, pend- 
ulums, gears and counters for the chil- 
dren. Most of the shelves in the room 
were also created by friends — usually 
parents of former students. 


While parents and John Bennett, school 


principal, are all for her method of Indi- 
vidualizing the classroom, she's a bit of 
a headache to the custodians. 


"The room may look cluttered, but it 


doesn't bother me," said Bennett. "But it 
sure can frustrate the custodians." 


Bennett said Jean has an amazing abil- 


ity to spot kids with problems and be 
able to keep track of tho progress of 
each child. 


Tho new teacher's aid in tho class- 


room, Pom Fitzgerald, calls the room 
"exciting," and says the children are 
learning to be Independent "No one sits 
around," sho said. 


But Pom Is still learning to keep up 


with the kids. 


"I think only flvo of them didn't make 


it, I'm a nervous wreck," she said huff- 
Ing and puffing after a recess. "One 
would be crying here and one there..." 


Jean just smiled and said living with 


33 S-yeor-olds takes a while to get used 
to.

Jaycees Wage Car Anti-Theft Drive 


"Lock it and pocket the key," say the 


Buffalo Grove Jaycees, and you will help 
reduce the number of joy rides^that wind 
up in death for hundreds of'American 
teenagers every year. 


In support of a national Jaycee pro- 


gram, the local chapter is currently wag- 
ing a campaign to educate car owners on 
protecting their cars — and young adults 
In the community. 


"Car theft has been proven a major 


stepping stone for teen-agers into a life 
of crime," said Larry Schwartz. "We 
want to make people aware that they 


• have a responsibility not to tempt these 
kids." 


ACCORDING to Schwartz, in 1973, one 


out of every 100 cars registered in this 
country will be stolen, probably by some- 
one under 21 years of age.

In 1970, the year the national Jaycee 


program began, nearly 1,000,000 cars 
were stolen in the U.S., Schwartz said. 
Of those, the second highest number — 27 
per cent — were stolen in the north cen- 
tral area. 


ACCORDING to a survey conducted by 


the St. Louis, Mo., Jaycees, after the 
program had been in operation there for 
one year, car thefts had dwindled 22 per 
cent. 


"In addition to saving the car owner 


money, this also represents a measur- 


able savings in the cost of police work 
and court time," Schwartz said. 


"Our goal is to impress on people just 


how serious this crime really is," he con- 
tinued, "It just can't be taken lightly. An. 
auto in the wrong hands is a mortal- 
weapon."

Elk Grove Unit District Hit 


The Prospect Heights DisU 23 School 


Board has voted unanimously to oppose 
any efforts of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 to form a unit district, kindergarten 
through twelfth grade. 


The 5-0 vote came Wednesday night at 


the urging of Alan Krinsky, the board 
member serving on an informal com- 
mittee composed of officials from eight 
area school districts to discuss unit dis- 
tricting. Board Pres. Mel Lace and 
member Roy Weinberg were not present 
at the meeting. 


At Krinsky's recommendation, the 


board passed a resolution opposing the 
formation of a unit district in Dist. 59 
because "creating^the district would re- 
move dollars from (High School) Dist. 
214's tax base and thus create a hardship 
on maintaining a quality education for 
the remainder of students" attending 
Dist. 214. 


The feasibility of a unit district is cur- 


rently being studied by a citizens' com- 
mittee composed of Dist. 59 residents. 
The committee, which will make recom- 
mendations to the Dist. 59 school board, 
was formed after a preliminary report 
by a professional consultant indicated 
there are no apparent legal barriers to 
the formation of a unit district in the 


Dist 59 area. 


FINAL REPORTS by the citizen's 


committee and the professional

sultant are expected In March. 


George Coney, chairman of the citi- 


zen's committee, stressed yesterday the 
committee has reached no decision on 
the unit district.

One Of Village's Oldest Landmarks 
Amvets Post Reduced To Rubble

* One of Wheeling's oldest historical 
landmarks, the old Chicago House Res- 
taurant at 144 S. Milwaukee Avc., is now 
a pile of rubble. 


Early Thursday the wreckers began 


demolition, and it took only a short time 
to complete the job. The building, which 
served as headquarters for the Phillip 
Carpenter Amvets Post 60 until Dec. 30, 
Is one of several older buildings de- 
stroyed in the past few years. 


Like most of the old village buildings, 


the AmvcU headquarters was built on 
Milwaukee Avenue, the main route of 
travelers at the time. It was originally 
built shortly after the Civil War as an 
rating house and roadside restaurant 
called the Chicago House, located about 
ona half-day's ride from Chicago. In 
those days, Chlcngonns used to drive out 
to Wheeling (or Sunday outings. 


IN THE PAST few years, most of the 


old buildings left near the Intersection of 
Milwaukee Avcnuo and Dundee Road 
have been torn down, some because of 
the widening of the intersection. 


In 1971, the old building belonging to 


the Fnssbcndcr family was torn down af- 


ter being damaged by the roadwork. The 
building had once been the only hard- 
ware stare between DCS Plaines and Lib- 
crtyville. It also served as a post office, 
a restaurant and the first Wheeling bank 
during its 125-year existence. 


That some year, Wheeling lost an old 


Ice house that was torn down to make 


way for a parking lot. The building, at 
109 S. Milwaukee Ave., had been on ice 
cream parlor in the 1890s. 


In 1970 the building that housed the 


Wheel Inn Tavern and the Windfall Gift 
Shop in the same area on Milwaukee Av- 
enue was destroyed by a fire. 


Like the other old buildings, the Am- 


vets headquarters was suffering from 
deterioration. It had been cited several 
times in the past few years for building, 
health and fire code violations. The Am- 
vets members decided to sell the build- 
ing, saying it was less expensive to build 
a new headquarters than to renovate the 
old building.

Tests Show Students 'About Average9 


Recent standardized test-results for 


grades 2 through 8 indicate students in 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. IS are at 
or slightly above the national average for 
their grade level. 


A complete battery of achievement 


tests are administered in the district an- 
nually during the first month of the 
school year. Students in grades 2 through 
4 ore given the California Achievement 
Tests and students in grades 5 through 8 
take the Iowa Basic Skills Tests. 


These same tests are administered to 


approximately 200,000 students across 
the nation and national averages are es- 
tablished. 


THE TESTS measure a student's aca- 


demic progress In four basic skills 
areas: reading, language, work study 
skills (grades 5 through 8 only) and 
mathematics. There are sub categories 
under each of these major skill areas. 


A composite of the test scores shows 


students in fifth and eighth grades are 
two months above the national average 
for their grade levels. Students In sec- 
ond, sixth and seventh grades tested to 
be one month above the national aver- 
age. The other grades were right at the 
national average.

The main weakness displayed at all 


grade levels was in mathematics. Sub- 
tests indicated students were average or

sults. 


Language scores clustered around the 


national average. Audlng, which is tested 
only at the second grade level, was 
slightly above the average. Language us- 
age scores were consistently high but 
scores in mechanics, including punc- 
tuation and capitalization were average 
or slightly below average. Spelling was 
also an, area of strength. 


Work-study skills were above average 


at the four grade levels tested. Work 
study skills include map reading, graph 
reading and use of reference materials. 


The student's individual test results 


are used to assist teachers in determin- 
ing a student's strengths and weak- 
nesses. The composite scores by grade 
levels are used by the district in pro- 
gram evaluation and planning.

Racing Board Violated Law: Attorney 


An attorney for the stdte argued yes- 


terday that members of the state racing • 
board violated the law by refusing to ex- 
plain their actions in granting the 1B73 
racing schedule. 


Tho charge was made by Bernard 
> 


Gcnis, an assistant to Atty. Gen. William 
Scott, during the first day of arguments' 
in Cook County Circuit Court to clarify 
the 
circumstances 
surrounding 
the 


awarding of 1973 racing dates. 


The suit filed by Scott alleges that the 


board violated the law by awarding rac- 
ing dates to corporations headed by Wil- 
liam F. Miller, who is under indictment 
on charges of bribery and income tax 
evasion. 


Attorneys for two harness racing asso- 


ciations — Egyptian Trot and Fox Valley 
Trotting Association — argued yesterday 
for dismissal of Scott's suit, saying that 
the attorney general did not have the le- 
gal capacity to sue. 


Thomas Nash, attorney for Fox Valley, 


told Circuit Court Judge Robert J. Down- 
Ing that the attorney general docs not 
seek to enforce the law, but is making an 
"undisguised" effort to set aside the rac- 
ing dates of some applicants. 


Nash also argued that because the at- 


torney general has always defended tho 
racing board in the past, ho is now leav- 
ing its members without defense. 


AS FOIl MILLEfl, Nash said the for- 


mer racing board chairman was not 
awarded dates, but that dates were 
awarded to associations of which he is a 
stockholder. Whnls more, Nash said Mill- 
er isn't even the majority stockholder 
but has only a small interest in Balmoral 
Jockey Club and Balmoral Pork Trot. 


To support his contention, Nash told 


the court the Balmoral •associations are 
owned by Chicago Harness Racing, of 
which Miller owns 66 per cent of the 
stock. 
, • 


U s i n g mathematical computations 


Nash went through the hierarchy of con- 
trol and came to the conclusion that Mill- 


er owns as little as 14 per cent of the 
stock in the Individual racing associ- 
ations. 


Genls told the court the attorney gener- 


al docs not have the right to determine 
racing board policy, but has the obliga- 
tion to prosecute the board if laws are 
violated. 


"We will show that they (the four rac- 


ing board members voting for the 1973 
schedule) are in clear violation of the 
law," Genis said. 


Before ruling on the motions to dismiss 


the case Judge Downing asked Genls to 
proceed on arguing the merits of the 
cose. He cautioned Genis, however, not 
to think that he has won his argument. 


An attempt to show violation of the 


law, Genis. told the court that state law 
requires the racing board to maximize 
revenue to the state in awarding a racing 
schedule. 


HE ARGUED THAT by awarding four 


thoroughbred license? rather'than three 
(two licenses were granted to Sports- 
man's Park to be used by two leasees of 
the park) revenue was not maximized 
because there is a graduated tax placed 
on racing revenue. 


Any revenue over $60 million collected 


by one racing association Is taxed at a 
higher rate than proceeding revenue. 


Turning his attention to Miller, Gcnis 


said the board was counseled by his of- 
fice not to award dates to Miller's organ, 
izatlons. He also disputed Nash's arith- 
metic, using his own calculations to show 
that Miller has 100 per cent control of the 
organizations to which dates were grant- 
ed.

Dispute To Cost City $3,600

The City of Rolling Meadows will pay 


developer Albert Rilcy $3,600 as settle- 
ment for a dispute concerning water 
main connection rights In the western 
section of the city. 


The payment was approved by the city 


council Tuesday on a recommendation 
from the finance committee. The sum 
will compensate Rllcy for water tapped 
by the Brookwood apartments from a 
Wwt Frontage Road wntcr main owned 
by Rlley. The Ontario Construction Co., 
developers of Brookwood, will pay Rilcy 
another $1,652 as their share of payment 
for the recapture violation. 


The agreement ends a dispute which 


arose more than a year ago when Rilcy 
asked Brookwood for payment of $5,000 
for Its use of his water main. Brookwood 
refused to pay, charging that the city 
had never notified the Ontario Construc- 
tion Co. of any water recapture restric- 
tions In the area. 


In a scries of meetings held in an at- 


tempt to resolve the matter, city officials 
conceded that they had Inadvertently 
failed to advise Ontario of the recapture 
rights, but the city refused to accept re- 
sponsibility for any payment. 


A PAYMENT arrangement prepared 


almost nine months ago by City Atty. 
Don Rose, Riley, and Brookwood repre- 
sentatives called for joint payment by 
the city and Brookwood to Rllcy, but the 
•finance committee resisted acceptance 
because the arrangement Included for- 
feiting future tap-on rights to the main. 


At a meeting last month, however, 


ROMS told the committee members If tho 
matter was not settled, Rilcy would like- 
ly flic suit against the city asking for 
total payment of the $3,000. Rose warned 
that Rlley could win the suit on tho basis 
of past court cases declaring that a 
builder cannot bo held responsible for 
costs Incurred after a municipality has 
issued construction permits. 


The committee then agreed to accept 


the plan, which recommended that the 
city pay two-thirds of the cost. 


In one other action at tho council meet- 


ing, approval was given to an ordinance 


allowing the city to perform maintenance 
work along ramps of state highways. 
City Engr. James Muldowney said the 
ordinance is a standard statement re- 
quested by the state releasing it from 
liability for local improvements per- 
formed near and along state routes.

THE TESTS measure a student's aca- 


demic progress In four basic skills 
areas: reading, language, work study 
skills (grades 5 through 8 only) and 
mathematics. There are sub categories 
under each of these major skill areas. 


A composite of the test scores shows 


students'in fifth and eighth grades are 
two months above the national average 
for their grade levels. Students hi sec- 
ond, sixth and seventh grades tested to 
be one month above the national aver- 
age. The other grades were right at the 
national average. 


The main weakness displayed at all 


grade levels was In mathematics. Sub- 
tests indicated students were average or 
slightly above average in mathematics 
\ concepts but below the national average 
in mathematics problems and comput- 
ation. 


Dr. Lorita Langley, director of pupil 


personnel services, said this could be be- 
cause of a shift in emphasis in the dis- 
trict from rote learning of mathematics 
to an understanding of why certain 
things are done. 


A mathematics evaluation is currently 


in progress in Dist. 15. The mathematics 
program Is being studied,in relation to 
the scores, and a variety of new text- 
books and materials are being examined 
for possible adoption, she said. 


READING SCORES in vocabulary and 


comprehension were consistently good, 
according to a summary of the test re- 
sults. 


Language scores clustered around the 


national average. Auding, which is tested 
only at the second grade level, was 
slightly above the average. Language us- 
age scores were consistently high but 
scores in mechanics, including punc- 
tuation and capitalization were average 
or slightly below average. Spelling was 
also an area of strength. 


Work-study skills were above average 


at the four grade levels tested. Work 
study skills include map reading, graph 
reading and use of reference materials. 


The student's individual test results 


are used to assist teachers in determin- > 
ing a student's strengths and weak-' 
nesses. The composite scores by grada 
levels are used by the district in pro- 
gram evaluation and planning.

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New Ward Map Gives City 'New Look' 


Hailing Meadows has a "new look" as 


a result of action by the city council 
Tuesday In adopting a new ward map for 
the city. The map shows the most signifi- 
cant changes have come In the 4th and 
5th wards, where the increase In the 
number of registered voters In last 
year's election was the greatest. 


While four of the city's five wards now 


have approximately 1,000 registered vot- 
ers each, the 4th ward has almost 2,400. 
The Imbalance is a result of a heavy con- 
centration of apartment units included in 
the ward. Aldermen who prepared the 
map said the imbalance would be olfsct 
In elections because voter turnout from 
apartments Is usually not high. 


The map was approved despite the ob- 


jections of Aid. James Huddleston (4th) 
and Aid. Fred Jacobson (Sth). Both said 
they were opposed to the size of the 4th 
ward and the density of apartments 
there. Huddleston said he did not like to 
sec the loss of so many single-family 
homes from the northern portion of his 
former 4th ward boundary. 


Changes In the northern boundary also 


affected Huddleston by placing him vir- 
tually on the perimeter of the ward. The 
rcdistrlcting committee avoided moving 
Huddleston completely out of the ward 
by altering the northern Central Road 
boundary from Wren Lane to Jay Lane 
to extend to Fullc Street. 


Huddlcston lives at 2303 Fullc. 
TUESDAY'S city council action Is all 


that is required to institute the ward 
changes. However, a citizen who ob- 
jected to the mapping could petition the 
city council to seek a change or could 
contest the map In court. 


According to Robert J. O'Rourke a 


spokesman for Atty. Gen. William Scott's 
office, if a court found'that federal guide- 
lines had not been followed in prepara- 
tion of the map, it could order that one of 
several things be done. These include re- 
manding the mop back to the council to 
be redrawn, or appointing a court com- 
mission to rcdlstrict the city. 


The basis of a lawsuit would .probably 


have to state that the map violated the 
federal "one man, one vote" principle, 
O'Rourke said. The phrase was adopted 
in 19G4 when the Supreme Court ruled 
that redistricting on all levels of govern- 
ment had to be done on the basis of pop- 
ulation to avoid misrepresentation. 


The committee that prepared the map 


consisted of the five aldermen whose 
terms expire this year. They are Merrill 
Wuerch (1st), Tom Waldron (2nd), Step- 
hen Eberhard (3rd), Daniel Weber (4th), 
and Jacobson.

Village planning In Mount Prospect

Planning for the New Town area, an* 


ncxed In the fall of 1971, and the Central 
business district will be first priorities 
under the new system which should be in 
operation by March 1.

In- 
stead the plan commission will devote its 
time to planning. 


The plan commission also will begin a 


study of the central business district 
within the next few months.

The Prospect Heights Improvement 


Association will formally file Its appeal 
for Incorporation today with the Illinois 
Supreme Court. 


"We're filing a little early," said Don 


Kregcr, attorney for the association. The 
deadline for filing the brief Is Monday. 


The association decided to take its case 


lo the Supreme Court after the Cook 
County Circuit Court and Illinois Appel- 
late Court ruled PHIA's petition for In- 
corporation as a city was invalid. Judges 
said the petition did not meet state re- 
quirements because neighboring munici- 
palities have not given their consent to 
Incorporation. Both Arlington Heights 
and Wheeling havo objected to tho pro- 
posed city. 


KIlEGEIt said ho would again base his 


argument for Incorporation on what he 
calls "an obvious ambiguity" In the state 
statutes governing incorporation.

One has been turned 
down but Is being reconsidered, one has 


been approved in concept but not rezoned 
and the third is currently before the 
plan commission where it Is expected to 
receive a negative recommendation. 


ON THE DOWNTOWN section, Tel- 


chert said, "We are deficient in planning 
and It Is something we need desperately. 
Circumstances are compelling us to do 
something now." 


Among the circumstances he listed 


were the willingness of some downtown 
merchants to spend money on rehabilita- 
tion at this time, expansion needs of both 
the public library and the village admin- 
istration, the upcoming relocation of the 
post office and the unused state of the 
central school property. "We can't sur- 
vive the way we are going," Teichert 
said. 


Plan commission chairman Malcolm 


Young heartily endorsed the new plan. 
"Planning and zoning don't mesh be- 
cause zoning has to be handled fast," he 
said. "Planning is a very important ac- 
tivity and should receive the sole atten- 
tion of one body." 


George Jacobsmeyer, chairman of the

(Atheroslcrosls Is an arteriosclerosis In 


which fatly substances arc deposited on 


the inner wall of arteries, narrowing the 
passage for blood.) 


Their method Involves measuring the 


amount of piezo-electricity (electricity 
due to pressure) produced by cholesterol 
compounds. Human bones, teeth, and 
even gall stones can be piezoelectric. 


Dr. Hussman discovered the plezo-elec- 


trlcal properties of bone in 1947 while on 
the staff of the Max Planck Institute in 
develop an exact scale of atherogenecity 
Frankfurt, Germany. 


Now the two professors are working to 


develop an exact scale of atherogenecity 
of the cholesterol In popular foods eaten 
by man. This will help physicians elimi- 
nate dangerous foods from their patients' 
diets.

The Prospect Heights Dist 23 School 


Board has voted unanimously to oppose 
any efforts of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 to form a unit district, kindergarten 
through twelfth grade. 


The 5-0 vote came Wednesday night at 


the urging of Alan Krinsky, the board 
member serving on an informal com- 
mittee composed of officials from eight 
area'school districts to discuss unit dis- 
tricting. Board Pres. Mel Lace and 
member Roy Welnberg were not present 
at the meeting. 


At Krinsky's recommendation, the 


board passed a resolution opposing the 
formation of a unit district in Dist. 59 
because "creating the district would re- 
move dollars from (High School) Dist. 
214's tax base and thus create a hardship 
on maintaining a quality education for 


the remainder of students" attending 
Dist 214. 


The feasibility of a unit district is cur- 


rently being studied by a citizens' com- 
mittee composed of Dist. 59 residents. 
The committee, which will make recom- 
mendations to the Dist. 59 school board, 
was formed after a preliminary report 
by a professional consultant indicated 
there are no apparent legal barriers to 
the formation of a unit district in the 
Dist 59 area. 


FINAL REPORTS by the citizen's 


committee and the professional con- 
sultant are expected in March. 


George Coney, chairman of the citi- 


zen's committee, stressed yesterday the 
committee has reached no decision on 
the unit district. 


"They (Dist. 23) arc taking a stand 


when we haven't even reached any con- 


clusions on the subject" Coney said. 
"We're getting the facts, while everyone 
else is just running scared Instead. I 
don't know if Dist. 59 will form a unit 
district or what's going to happen. We're 
just trying to do an intelligent open- 
minded study on a better district on just 
trying to find out what's best for the stu- 
dents." 


Krinsky told board members one rea- 


son he recommended an official protest 
was "the fact that one elementary dis- 
trict wants to divide into a smaller unit 
taking the wealth from Dist 214. This 
craates an unfair advantage to the chil- 
dren who will be attending the other 
schools in Dist. 214 because they have 
lost part of the tax base thus depriving 
the children of the same educational pro- 


grams that the wealthier district would 
then have." 


KRINSKY ALSO has charged that 


Dist 59 is trying to dodge its financial 
problem hv forming a unit district In- 
cluding Centex U^ustrial Park. Forma- 
tion of a unit district m *hat area would 
remove the industrial park ncra the tax 
base of Dist 214. Krinsky called Dist 
59's motivations "selfish." 


"They call us selfish, but it appears 


they are selfish," Coney said. "They 
want to reap the benefits of an industrial 
tax base but don't want the industries in 
their town." In referring to benefits. Con- 
ey pointed out that Dist 23 students go 
on to High School Dist 214 which pro- 
grams are paid for in part from revenue 
from industries In other towns.

Health 
Planning 
Study OKd

Final approval was given yesterday to 


a comprehensive health planning study 
prepared by the Northwest Cook County 
Health Needs Study Committee. 


The report, which Incorporates a 


lengthy analysis of the health care needs 
of the area and which was prepared by 
the consulting firm of Ernst and Ernest 
and a statement from the committee, 
was accepted after several hours of de- 
bate. 


The committee Is composed of repre- 


sentatives of Hoffman Estates, Hanover 
Park, Rosclle, Schaumburg, Northwest 
Community Hospital and Alcxlan Broth- 
ers Medical Center. 


TIIK COMMITTEE first accepted the 


consultants' report, which recommends 
the development of two hospitals, ono in 
Schaumburg Township and one near Bar- 
rlngton by 1075. It then agreed to a posi- 
tion statement on the entire project.. 


"It Is the position that the Northwest 


Cook County Health Needs Study Com- 
mittee accepts and nclopts the report of 
the consultant and recommends Imple- 
mentation of the recommendations with 
the considerations of demonstrated utili- 
zation trends, financial viabilities and 
pertinent physical factors," the state- 
ment read. 


The committee also agreed to push for 


legislation that would require hospital 
promoters to present their plans to a re- 
gional planning group before any oper- 
ating license could bo granted. 


The committee voted to omit a pre- 


viously planned section of the report that 
would have consisted of exceptions to the 
consultant's findings by the committee 
members. 


Committee members argued that such 


exceptions would ruin the credibility of 
the document. 


HIE 
COMMITTEE'S action comes 


only one day after the Illinois Hospital 
Licensing Board voted to delay any ac- 
tion on request for an Initial operating 
permit for the proposed Schaumburg 
branch of Itush-Prcsbytcrian-SL Luke's 
Medical Center.

Racing Board 
Violated Laiv 
Attorney Says 


. An attorney for the state argued yes- 
terday that members of the state racing 
board violated the law by refusing to ex- 
plain their actions fa granting the 1973 
racing schedule. 


The charge was made by Bernard 


Gcnis, an assistant to Atty. Gen. William 
Scott, during the first day of arguments 
fa Cook County Circuit Court to clarify 
the 
circumstances 
surrounding 
the 


awarding of 1973 racing dates. 


The suit filed by Scott alleges that the 


board violated the law by awarding rac- 
ing dates to corporations headed by Wil- 
liam F. Miller, who is under indictment 
on charges of bribery and income tax 
evasion. 


Attorneys for two harness racing asso- 


ciations — Egyptian Trot and Fox Valley 
Trotting Association — argued yesterday 
for dismissal of Scott's suit, saying that 
the attorney general did not have the le- 
gal capacity to sue. 


Thomas Nash, attorney for Fox Valley, 


told Circuit Court Judge Robert J. Down- 
fag that the attorney general does not 
seek to enforce the law, but is making an 
"undisguised" effort to set aside the rac- 
ing dates of some applicants. 


Nash also argued that because the at- 


torney general has always defended the 
racing board fa the past, he is now leav- 
ing its members without defense. 


AS FOR MILLER, Nash said the for- 


mer racing board chairman was not 
awarded dates, but that dates were 
awarded to associations of which he Is a 
stockholder. Whats more, Nash said Mill- 
er isn't even the majority stockholder 
but has only a small interest in Balmoral 
Jockey Club and Balmoral Park Trot. 


To support his contention, Nash told 


the court the Balmoral associations are 
owned by Chicago Harness Racing, of 
which Miller owns 66 per cent of the 
stock. 
.. U s i n g mathematical commutations 
Nash went through the hierarchy of con- 
trol and came to the conclusion that Mill- 
er owns as little as 14 per cent of the 
stock fa the individual racing associ- 
ations. . 


Genis told the court the attorney gener- 


al does not have the right to determine 
racing board policy, but has the obliga- 
tion to prosecute the board if laws are 
violated.

"We will show that they (the four rac- 


ing board members voting for the lim 
schedule) are fa clear violation of the 
law," Genis said:

declared surplus, all state and local gov- 
ernment units, as well as many non-prof- 
it Insltutlons, arc eligible to make appli- 
cation for the land. 


"We were told by the Department of 


Interior, Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, 
Lake Central Region, to get forms into 
them staling that we would like the prop- 
erty." said Thomas Thornton, director o( 
parks and recreation. Thornton said the 
district has until Jan. 29 to comply with 
the request. 


DISTRICT OFFICIALS have told gov- 


ernment officials on many occasions that 
they would like the land for recreation 
facilities, and a notation to that affect 
has been attacked to the surplus notice. 


Thornton said the district must also 


state what It plans to use the land for. 


The 13 acres Li an L-shaped parcel ex- 


tending about 1,000 feet both north and 
west from the southeast corner of the 
Nike property. The parcel Is about 200 
feet deep. 


At the present time children in the 


area use the land for mini-bike trolls. 
Thomlon, however, said the land may bo 
aw! for a golf driving range and an 
archery range when It officially becomes 
park district property. 


The ultimate goal of the park district 


to to acquire the entire 137-acre Nike 
site. Included in the plans for the area 
arc a golf course and a lake.

YOU CAN FIND all the contra** you want to 
among the homes in-the Forest River subdivision 
just east of Mount Prospect and north of Oes 


Plaines. Residents of the tiny unincorporated area 
say one of the reasons they moved to Forest River 


is because the subdivision is unlike most other 
areas in the Northwest suburbs. 


It's 'Live, Let Live9 In Forest River

"Live ami let live" - that's the attl- 


ludo around the Forest River subdivi- 
sion. 


Kciidcnls don't complain about the 


junk collector who piles his finds on hit 
back lot or about the horse fenced In a 
neighbor's front yard. They accept It; 
the nonconformity of the small unin- 
corporated area just east of Mount Pros- 
pect and north of DCS Plalncs is one of 
the reaiow people move there. 


"It's like n smalt town; people social- 


ize and they accept each other. We're 
less competitive and regimental hero 
compared to other subdivisions in the 
Northwest suburbs," explained Sylvia 
Lurlc who moved to Forest River 2Vi 
years DRO to escape the crowded city. 


Forest River looks like a small 


town. Most of tho streets arc narrow with- 
out sidewalks or street lights. Lots are 
large, many of them filled with vegetable 
and flower gardens; some of them un- 
kept. I'cts romp In backyards shaded by 
trees that have had a long time to grow 
old. 


None of the 100 houses look alike. They 


range In value from $13,000 to $100,000, 
from brick to frame, three-story to 
ranch. Some lots have built-in swimming 
pools; other still hold small storage 
shacki reminiscent of the 1030s when 
residents built the subdivision out of sec- 
ond-hand materials. All the houses have 
their own wells. 


According to a recent survey taken by 


the Forest River Civic Association 83 per 
cent of the residents own their own 
homes: 17 per cent rent. Forty-four pet 
cent have lived In the area 10 years or 
more; 40 per cent from two to 10 years; 
ID per cent, less than two years. 


TIIK INCOMK LEVELS, age groups, 


and ethnic backgrounds of the citizenry 
In Forest River run the gamut. Senior 
citizens, young newcomers, first-gener- 
ation ethnics who have difficulty speak-• 
Ing English, persons who grew up In For- 
est River and returned to live there — 
these arc the persons who have chosen to 
llvo there. 


"There are no snobs In Forest River. If 


you want to be yourself, you can; If you 
don't, you don't have to be," said Anno 
Stlngley who moved to the area four 
years ago and is president of the civic 
association's women's auxiliary. 


"\V'o had lived In a subdivision In DCS 


Plalncs In a $45,000 house," Mrs. Sting- 
Icy said. "But we knew only one person 
there. People just weren't friendly, and 
we weren't used to that. We came from a 
farm town where everybody knew every- 
body else." 


Lillian Krug, whose husband grew up 


In Forest River and brought her there to 
llvo, nlso likes the small town atmosphere 
"You don't have to try to keep up with 
tho Joneses. You can just mind your own 
business," she said. 


Tho people who live in Forest River 


are there by choice. Dut strangers don't 
understand that, say many Forest River 
residents. Justified or not. they feel they 
•re looked down upon by people living 
across Foundry Road In the new subdivi- 
sions with largo homes, sidewalks and 
streetlights. 


"I knew a mother across Foundry who 


wouldn't let her daughter come to a 
birthday party In Forest River just be- 
cause It was Forest River," said one 
woman who didn't want to be named. 


NANCY HO/RE, who grew up In For- 


est River and has started her own family 
there, said she thinks Forest River resi- 
dents arc snubbed because the subdivi- 
sion Is different. "Our houses are all dif- 
ferent and all of them are not new," she 
laid. "And wo don't have any side- 
walks." 


"But our taxes arc as high as every- 


body else's," said Lee Fuller who has 
lived In tho subdivision for 13 years and 
seen her taxes double In tho post seven 
years. "Some people Just don't want to 
remodel outside because they feel their 
UX"S Will gO Up." 
' . 


The people have no local government 


to complain to about Issues like taxes; 
they muit depend on Cook County. For 
local Involvement they turn to their 
homeownei* group, the Fore* River Civ- 
ie Association. 


"Our major purpose is to have people 


involved. Wo put on things like dances, 
children's parties and parades and dif- 
ferent groups of people get to become' 
Involved," sold Marvic Lurle, president 
of the association. "We also serve an in- 
formational purpose." Luric said about 
100 of the 190 homes belong to the associ- 
ation. 


The association, formed about 30 years 


ago, has become more active in the past 
year than it had been in the past. Offi- 
cials turned their thoughts to the whole 
community, both old-timers and new- 
comers, and last year held a successful 
trash pick up for all residents. The group 


has also been active In fighting rezon- 
ings. Currently the association is plan- 
ning to renovate UK old Forest River 
Hall on Lee Street, once used as a station 
by the now defunct Forest River Fire 
Department. 


LURIE SAID THE subdivision has nev- 


er been asked officially about annexing 
to DCS Plaines or Mount Prospect, and 
many residents of the subdivision seem 
not to care. According to the civic associ- 
ation's survey, 45 per cent were unde- 
cided about annexation; 34 per cent just 
weren't interested. 


But all is not perfect In Forest River. 


Residents still have problems and would 


like to see them solved. They want more 
Cook County Sheriff's Police patrols. 
They would like to see stray, dogs that 
roam the subdivision sometimes In packs, 
impounded. And they want to be assured 
that lots won't be subdivided and apart- 
ments won't be built in the area. 


"We like living In Forest River," said 


Mrs. Kozee. "But we're always trying to 
make it better."

The city's zoning board of appeals has 


scheduled an B p.m. hearing Jan. 30 to 
review the petition which requests rczon- 
ing from R-2, single-family, to M-l, re- 
stricted manufacturing. 


The planners, headed by Hillside De- 


veloper Anthony Finocchlo, have re- 
quested annexation and rczonlng of 50.4 
acres, bounded by Wlllo Road on the 
north, Mount Prospect Road on the cost 
and the Northwest Tollway on the south. 


The proposed project would include an 


$8 million exposition center, a $20 million 
hotel, a movie theater, a sports stadium 
and parking for 6,500 cars. 


THE DEVELOPERS have requested a 


special city ordinance amendment to al- 
low construction of convention centers. 


The proposed ordinance, published yes- 


terday, would require construction on a 
minimum of 30 acres, with a floor area 
of at least 150,000 square feet, a height 
limit of 50 feet and parking for a min- 
imum of 2,000 automobiles. 
' 


Outdoor signs at the exposition center 


would be limited to 200 square feet, ac- 
cording to the proposal Current city 
codo limit Is 120 square feet. 


Flnnocchlo has proposed a building of 


210,000 square feet that would include 
50,000 square feet of storage space, 40 
loading spaces and room for 300 exhibit 
booths. 


THE HALL is expected to draw sports 


and Industrial shows that do not need, or 
cannot book, McCormlck Place in Chi- 
cago. McCormlck Place contains about 
300,000 square feet and is usually booked 
three years In advance, Finocchlo said. 


The development would benefit from 


proximity to O'llare Airport and the toll- 
road, he said. Analysis by the devel- 
opment firm has indicated that Chicago- 
area centers will be Inadequate and 
unable to meet the demand for space. 


The proposed convention center ordi- 


nance would also allow for hotel-motels, 
a theater and an indoor sports stadium. 


The hotel section would require build- 


Ings of at least four stories wlth-n max- 
imum height of 150 feet, 65 feet higher 
than the present limit. One parking 
space for two lodging rooms would be 
required. 


THEATER HEIGHT would be limited 


to 60 feet and stadium height would not 
exceed 85 feet. One parking space for ev- 
ery eight scats would be required for the 
stadium. 


Finocchlo has predicted completion of 


the exposition center by winter 1974. The 
developers arc negotiating with five ma- 


jor hotel chains for franchise rights. 


The ordinance changes are necessary 


because "they're going to build this over 
a five-year period," Mayor Herbert Bch- 
rel has said. "Some of us may not be 
around that long. They want to be sure 
that as long as they keep their end the 
city keeps its. 


"This Is a big project. We're trying to 


eliminate unnecessary delays," the may- 
or said in December, predicting that the 
developers would seek the zoning change 
at the board's Jan. 9 meeting. 


The Jan. 30 hearing Is not a regularly 


scheduled board meeting. 


BEHREL'ALSO has said the city coun- 


cil, which will review the rczonlng 
request, will meet as a committee-of-the- 
wholc to discuss the project before the 
board hearing. The council meeting date 
has not been set.

The project would bring building per- 


mit fees, real estate and sales taxes, li- 
cense fees and employment to DCS 
Plnines, Finocchlo has said. 


Revenue estimates include a first year 


total income over more than $7 million 
and a fifth year total of over $14. 


The project site, purchased from Greco 


Construction Co., includes a large filled-

'Flat Foot'Feud Takes On Third Party 


City officials and a Des Plaines polk- 


man who has accused Police Chief Ar- 
thur Hintz of harrassment by forcing him 
to walk a beat have agreed on the choice 
of a federal arbitrator to mediate their 
dispute. 


Patrolman John Luety, who has been 


assigned to the walking beat downtown 
for almost a year, contends that his flat 
feet make him physically unable to walk 
for long periods of time. 


Luety, 24, charges that the walking 


causes soreness that has resulted in his 
missing work and losing $2,300 in pay. 


Attorney Arthur Loevy of the Com- 


blncd Counties Police Association and 
City Ally. Robert DILeonardi will meet 
next week with Mayor Herbert Behrel to 
set a date for the arbitration hearing. 
According to the city's contract with the 
CCPA, the arbitrator's findings will be 
nonbinding. 


LUETY HAD accused the city since 


Sept. 12,1972, of repeatedly rejecting ar- 
bitrators the CCPA had listed as accept- 
able in an effort to delay the arbitration. 


Hintz has denied that Luety's regular 


assignment to the downtown beat con- 
stitutes harrassment. Hintz has pointed 
out that other officers have also been put 
on foot patrol. There is one downtown 
foot patrol on the department's day shift 
and another on the evening shift begin- 
ning at 3 p.m. 


Luety said this week Hintz continues to 


make him walk a beat despite three let- 
ters from foot doctors documenting his 
contention that he Is physically unable to 
walk for long periods of time. 


Luety underwent tests on his feet at 


Northlake Hospital last month and was 
told by another doctor that he should ei- 
ther change his job or be assigned new 
duties in the same job. 


Dr. D. W. Hugar, chief of the podiatry 


staff at Northlake Hospital, wrote in a 
consultation report after the tests were 
completed, "I believe a change in occu- 
pation is defintely in order, or at least 
new duties in the same occupation." 


JOHN J. FLOOD, president of the 


CCPA said yesterday, "We expect to win 
it." 


"I think the way Chief Hintz has 


treated the Luety case has been arbi- 
trary and capricious," Flood said. 


Referring to a meeting between Beh- 


rel, Hintz, Luety and CCPA officers in 
August over the dispute, Flood said 
Hintz' comments at that time were "ri- 
diculous." 


According to Flood, Hintz said at the 


August meeting that Luety was assigned 
to the foot patrol because of his previous 
performance. 


' ' L u e t y ' s performance was never 


brought up before and now he's putting 
other men on the street to justify 
(Hintz') position," Flood said. 


HINTZ has said the foot patrol in the 


downtown district was begun before 
Luety's assignment because of a series 
of burglaries and armed robberies in the 
area last winter. 
> 


Hintz, who was unavailable for com- 


ment yesterday, has said the foot patrol 


will also be needed because of the pro- 
posed downtown redevelopment. 


The city is facing another grievance 


from a policeman. Patrolman Ralph To- 
var is claiming the city should have to 
pay policemen double court pay if they 
appear at both the morning and evening 
court calls on their days off. 


TOVAR charges that even if the two' 


court appearances are in the same build- 
ing on the same day, patrolmen are en- 
titled to double court pay because they 
have to make two trips to the courtroom. 


Hintz, in a memo to the CCPA, said his 


interpretation of the section of the city's 
contract with the CCPA dealing with 
court pay is that the officer is entitled to 
only one court pay check even if the offi- 
cer appears in the same court building 
twice on the same day, he Is only entitled 
to one day's pay, Hintz wrote. 


Tovar's grievance is now in the hands

The suit filed by Scott alleges that the 


board violated the law by awarding rac- 
ing dates to corporations headed by Wil- 
liam F. Miller, who Is under indictment 
on charges of bribery and income tax 
evasion. 


Attorneys for two harness racing asso- 


ciations — Egyptian Trot and Fox Valley 
Trotting Association — argued yesterday 
for dismissal of Scott's suit, saying that 
the attorney general did not have the le- 
gal capacity to sue. 


Thomas Nash, attorney for Fox Valley, 


told Circuit Court Judge Robert J. Down- 
ing that the attorney general does not 
seek to enforce the law, but is making an 
"undisguised" effort to set aside.the rac- 
ing dates of some applicants. 


Nash also argued that because the at- 


torney general has always defended tho 
racing board in the past, he is now leav- 
ing its members without defense. 


AS FOR MILLER. Nash said the for- 


mer racing board chairman was not 
awarded dates, but that dates were 
awarded to associations of which he is a 
stockholder. Whats more, Nash said Mill- 
er isn't even the majority stockholder 
but has only a small interest in Balmoral 
Jockey Club and Balmoral Park Trot. 


To support his contention, Nosh told 


the court the Balmoral associations are

U s i n g mathematical computations 


Nash went through the hierarchy of con- 
trol and came to the conclusion that Mill- 
er owns as little as 14 per cent of the 
stock in the individual racing associ- 
ations. 


Genis told the court the attorney gener- 


al does not have* the right to determine 
racing board policy, but has the obliga- 
tion to prosecute the board if laws are 
violated. 


"We will show that they (the four rac- 


ing board members voting for the 1973 
schedule) are in clear violation of the 
law," Genls said.' 


Before ruling on the motions to dismiss 


the case Judge Downing asked Genis to 
proceed on arguing the merits of the 
case. He cautioned Genis, however, not 
to think that he has won his argument. 


An attempt to show violation of the 


law, Genis told the court that state law 
requires the racing board to maximize 
revenue to the state in awarding a racing 
schedule. 


HE ARGUED THAT by awarding four 


thoroughbred licenses rather than three 


(two licenses were granted to Sports- 
man's Park to be used by two leasees of 
the park) revenue was not maximized 
because there is a graduated tax placed 
on racing revenue. 


Any revenue over $60 million collected 


by one racing association is taxed at a 
higher rate than proceeding revenue. 


Turning his attention to Miller, Genis 


said the board was counseled by his of- 


fice not to award dates to Miller's organ- 
izations. He also disputed Nash's arith- 
metic, using his own calculations to show 
that Miller has 100 per cent control of the 
organizations to which dates were grant- 
ed. 


Genis is scheduled to complete his in- 


itial argument today. There is no in- 
dication now how long it will be before 
the court hands down a decision.

days, the men who announce baseball on 
radio and television have to be admired. 


Tho game's dawdling pace and the 


long, long season mnko these men the 
drudges of sports broadcasting. 


They earn tholr money. I honestly 


can't Imagine anything more demanding 
than trying to work up enthusiasm for 
162 baseball games every year. Fourteen 
games arc a full season's work in pro 
football, but the number amounts to pale 
underexposure compared with baseball's 
binge. 


It's that kind of saturation, together 


with the sport's cosy atmosphere, that 
gives baseball's men In the booths a 
communion with the fans unique among 
sportscastcrs. 


Intimacy- can lead to annoyance, and 


It'a no secret that Harry Coray, the spe- 
cial guest next Monday at the Herald's 
Pro Sports Club Luncheon, has his crit- 
ic*, nut Caray brings an cnthuilasm to 
hi* Job that Is genuine and very in- 
fectious. He's a salesman, a good one, 
and can be a sharp critic In a profession 
that U so often accused of provincialism. 
110 cheers for the team he Is covering, 
but he also can be brutally frank. 


"Fear dominates the Industry," says 


Howard Cosell, TV-and-radlo sports com- 
mentator for ABC. "The fear of offend- 
Ing on television and radio prevents the 
kind of bold commentary necessary to 
any major news medium." 


Harry Caray offends some people. Not 


all the time but some of the time. His 
frankness bothers many players. 


Curt Flood,, the former St. Louis Car- 


dinals' outfielder who tossed away 
$100,000 to challenge the baseball estab- 
lishment, wrote about this frankness in 
his book. "The Wny It Is." Caray an- 
nounced St. Louis baseball for 25 years. 


"Most of us liked him (Caray) person- 


ally," Flood sold, "because he was a 
convivial companion, but his rabble-rous- 
ing descriptions of ball games made our 
flesh crawl. His specialty was en- 
thusiasm for the Cardinals as an In- 
stitution, tempered with harsh objectivity 
toward the individual player's perform- 
ance. 


"Because he, too, was a Cardinal em- 


ptoye," Flood continued, "his detach- 
ment never extended to the executive 
tier of the firm. That Is, he 'called 'em 
as he saw 'em,' but he was careful to see 
nothing that the front off lie didn't want 
him to see. 


" 'Hero comes Dal Maxvlll with a 


chance to win It for the Cardinals In the 
ninth,'" Harry would gargle in a voice 
that sounded as if a peanut butter sand- 
wich had stuck in his throat. " 'Maxvlll 
U hltlcss in his last 14 at-bats. Koufax Is 
ready. Here's the pitch. OH NO! HE 
POPPED IT UP.! Oh, no!1 V 


Flood Insists 'that when Caray cried, 


"Oh, no" as he often did, he was signall- 
ing his millions of loyal listeners that he 
arid they had been bilked. 


"Harry's judgments were influential, 


both immediately and cumulatively," 
Flood wrote In his book. "By affecting 
public opinion, he affected our livelihood. 
So we kept tabs on his broadcasts. If our 
stock was going down, we needed to 
know It. Whoever among our pitchers 
was not working on a particular day was 
sure to bo in the clubhouse, listening to 
Harry's spiel. 


"I still have a tape of his broadcast In 


Chicago on the day I made a leaping 
catch so Improbable that » photograph of 
It wound up on the cover of Sports Illus- 
trated. I cherish the.tape for that reason, • 
but also for a typical Carayism that oc- 
curred earlier In the Inning. I had re- 
trieved • batted ball and thrown It back 
to the Infield. Enemy base runners were 
In full flight, the crowd was screaming 
and so was Harry: 'Oh not Flood missed 
the cut-off man again. Again." . 


Flood feels that baseball players have 


• good reason to be hypersensitive about 
such things. "In a freer market," he 
writes, "they might well adopt the atti- 
tude of other entertainers who feel they 
don't care what he says so long as he 
spells my name right. But their individ- 
ual bargaining power in baseball'now is 
so feeble that they overreact to all public 
criticism, deserved or not" 
v 


Caray is well aware that some players 


don't like his criticisms. 


HARRY CARAY 


"I hate to be brutally frank," he says, 


"but it's my responsibility to inform the 
fan even if it is at the expense of hurting 
a player. If I don't tell the truth, the 
listener will become suspicious. Not only 
will ho stop believing you but, con- 
sequently, ho won't buy your product. If 
he trusts you, ho'U buy the product 
you're selling. ,' 


"I've had players complain to me and 


I've told them to write it out on paper 
and If they can make themselves sound 
good after striking out and making er- 
rors, I'll put It on the air. And you know 
what? They agree with me." 
, 


Tho ball clubs today differ widely In 


their policies toward frank reporting. 
The Montreal Expos claim to give their 
announcers a completely free hand, 
while the Cincinnati Reds expect their 
' announcers to refrain from saying any- 
thing negative about the team. Another 
that makes no pretense of objectivity is 
the Philadelphia Phillies organization, 
which wonts Its announcers, Vice Presi- 
dent Bill Giles says, "To make us look oi 
good as possible." Given the Phillies' 
less than glorious history, credit their an- 
nouncers with extraordinary 
efforts 


above and beyond the call of duty. 


The Cubs' Jack Brlckhouse doesn't 


criticize In his "Hey, hey" reporting, but 
then he serves on the team's board of 
directors. Radio men Vlnce Lloyd and 
Lou Boudrcau, while still Identifying per- 
sonally with the home club, were more 
critical'of the Cubs last summer than I 
had ever noticed before. 


In Los Angeles Vln Scully of the Dod- 


gers calls the games objectively. "It's 
my style and It was agreed I should stick 
to It when the Dodgers came from 
Brooklyn," he says. "The people here 
felt that having an objective announcer 
was the mark of a major league city." 


The people In Pittsburgh apparently 


don't feel the same way. Consequently, 
flamboyant Bob Prince unabashedly 
roots tor the Pirates. When he refers to 
the team, It's In the tint person. "We 
had 'em all the way!" he crows after a 
Pirate victory, no matter how close. 


"I can turn my style on or off," says 


Prince. "When I do a World Series or an 
All-Star game, I go down the middle. In 
Pittsburgh they want me to root, so 
that's what I do." 


"In all the years I did the games for 


the Boston Red Sox," says Curt Gowdy, 
"I never insulted the intelligence of our 
listeners or made a fool of myself by 
rooting for the home team. Tom Yawkey, 
the owner, said, 'I listen to your broad- 
casts, too. Just give me the game as it 
happens — and leave the rooting to 
me.' " 


It obviously depends on what yon want 


In your baseball announcers, a "homer" 
or an objective reporter. 


Harry Caray is both. He gives as the 


game, the good and the bad — and he 
roots too. 


To their labors a baseball announcer 


must bring a combination of reporter, 
salesman, and actor. They must be a 
good reporter to give their listeners an 
accurate description of what Is happen- 
ing on the field. They must sell their 
sponsors' products and they must project 
the kind of enthusiasm about the game 
which will bring people out to the ball 
park. 


It's a difficult Juggling act, but I'm 


convinced nobody Juggles any better 
than Harry Caray. 


quickly as I'd hoped. And every game 
helps (Gunnar) Thors because he's 
young and Inexperienced." 


Donnellan is New Trier's 64 returning 


All-Central Suburban forward. He's sec- 
ond (I8.S) only to Highland Park 's Bob 
Santini (22.3) In league scoring.

"They call us selfish, but it appears 


they are selfish," Coney said. "They 
want to reap the benefits of an industrial 
tax base but don't want the industries in 
their town." In referring to benefits, Con- 
ey pointed out that Dist' 23 students go 
on to High School Dist 214 which pro- 
grams are paid for in part from revenue 
from industries in other towns.

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HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Television en- 


tertainment programs shot abroad seem 
to be turning up with greater frequency 
on American networks. 


The overseas projects take various 


forms, among them: Series shot entirely 
abroad. Others for which occasional seg- 
ments, or sections of shows, are filmed 
or taped out of the country: Specials and 
mini-series purchased from companies in 
foreign nations. 


It wouldn't be reasonable, of course, to 


expect American television — any enter- 
tainment outlet — to be completely na- 
tionalistic and turn down everything pro- 
duced in a foreign land, no matter how 
good. And the realism of genuine settings 
is an undeniable plus in some shows. 


On the other hand, it can legitimately 


be argued whether various other pro- 
grams really gain anything in quality by 
being shot abroad. 


AT ANY RATE, just to give an Idea of 


how things are going In the area of over- 
seas production of American video 
shows, here are some examples: 


—This coming Monday's first drama in 


ABC-TV's new late-night "Wido World of 
Entertainment" series, "An Echo of 
Theresa," with Polly Bergen and' Paul 
Burke as a couple whose second honey- 


moon becomes a nightmare — was shot 
in Britain.

—An ABC-TV agent-type adventure 


series, "Assignment: Vienna," is filmed 
on location In Australia. 


It would be asy to list a number of 


other overseas projects on tap for the 
networks. And then there are the popular 
mini-series that have been imported. Ex- 
amples: 


—"The Search for the Nile," a splendid 


British opus presented by NBC-TV. 


—"The Six Wives of Henry VIII," An- 


other fine production by the British, 
brought to this country by CBS-TV. 


—A brief series about Leonardo da 


Vinci, an Italian production, also pre- 
sented by CBS-TV 


AND THE mini-series phase apparent- 


ly is not over. ABC-TV, for instance, 
says its 1973 schedule includes a planned 
seven-port story of the music world's fa- 
mous Strauss family, produced "in'Lon- 
don and on location." 


Appareantly America's networks are 


leaving behind the era when they were 
concerned' that people in 'the Midwest 


• might not go'tor shows in which foreign 
accents were dominant. The fact about 
this concern, of course, was that the big- 
gest provincials in the country were at 
the networks.

Martwick has sUrted • campaign 
against smoking areas provided for stu- 
dents on high school campuses. 


In announcing his campaign yesterday, 


Martwick said nine suburban school dis- 
tricts, including High School Dlst. 214 
and High School Dlst. 211, allow student 
smoking In designated areas. 


The policies of those districts, Mart- 


wick laid, are "hypocritical" and may 
violate the law which requires schools to 
teach children about the dangers of 
smoking. 


MAIITWICK said he will urge school 


districts to abolish student smoking 
areas and will also urge the General As- 
sembly to pass a law clearly requiring 
schools to prohibit student smoking. 


He added that the Comprehensive 


Health Education Act, passed In 1971, "In 
essence says there will be a curriculum 
taught In the schools that identifies the 
dangers of smoking. It seems to me that 
If the schools then allow smoking it 
would be hypocritical." 


Martwick added he does not believe 


schools should bow to arguments that 
students should be allowed to smoke be-, 
cause teachers are allowed to smoke.

High School Dist. 214 has smoking 


areas at all but two of its seven high 
schools. According to district officials, 
the first smoking area was started at 
Forest View High School on an ex- 
perimental basis in 1968 and the idea has 
been extended to include all but Arling- 
ton and Rolling Meadows high schools. 


The school board decided to allow the 


smoking areas, according to spokesman 
Sally Plunkctt, "because they felt that it 
cut down on the number of infractions of 
the no-smoking policy In other parts of 
the school."

We've 
been trying to figure out how it might 
have come and the only thing different 
she's done lately is to use a lotion with 
lemon extract in it. It doesn't seem 
serious enough to see the doctor, but 
could this new product be bothering her, 
from what information you have? —

Yes, it's entirely possible. When the en- 


zyme-active products first came out, 
Ihere was a flurry of complaints from 
people with sensitive skins. Lemon juice 
on a sensitive skin could produce a rash. 
What checking I've been able to do in- 
dicates there is no official scientific 
documentation to back up the claims that 
lemon in lotions or in any kind of skin 
preparation provides any benefit. This 
doesn't mean there isn't any good m 
them; it's just not proved. Your daughter 
ought to stop using the stuff, if she hasn't 
already, and see what happens. If the 
rash doesn't disappear, do call the doc- 
tor. 


Dear Dorothy: A friend told me that 


using an automatic timer to turn the 
light on at night, then turn it off at dawn, 
would keep out the ubiquitous roach.
